THE TARIFF AND TRUSTS 


REPUBLICAN AID TO THE 
MONOPOLIES., 
PROSPECTS OF A DEMOCRATIC TARIFF 
BILL FROM THE MINORITY OF THE 
WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE. 


WASHINGTON, Maron 27.—The discussion of the 
Trust bill in the Senate has impressed the 
friends of tariff reform at the Capitol more 
strongly than ever with the belief that the Re- 
publicans have no intention of affording to the 
country any relief from taxation through 
discouragement of the trusts and monop- 
olies that subsist by the encouragement 
of the tariff. he entire Senate proceedings in 
the Sherman bill, so far as the majority is con- 
cerned, are regarded asa farce to engage the 
attention of the farmer, who is to find in the 
end that he has gained nothing by an alleged 
attempt to restrain unlawful trusts and com- 
binations. 

The majority cannot longer, itis believed, be 
looked to to offer any remedy for the evils com- 
plained of. Whatever policy of relief is to be 
framed for the consideration of the country 
must come from the other side, and the otber 
side is aware of that fact. Before long the 
Ways and Means Committee will report 
@ bill, It is already foreshadowed that 
that measure will be one to strengthen 
and sustain the trusts. The sugar men 
are ‘confident that they will not be eerious- 
ly harmed, and there is no apprehension of 
danger among the linseed oil men, or the copper 
men, or the others who depend upon a high 
tariff, strictly administered, to make their divi- 
dends frequent and fat. To some of the Demo- 
crats it looks as though the business con- 
dition of the country would demand that they 
meet the report of the majority of the Ways 


aud Means Committee with a bill submitted with 
the minority report that will prove a sufficient 
contrast to the Republican measure and an 
assurance to the business of the country that a 
revision and reduction of the tariff may be 
made without injury to the interests that are 
dependent upon a moderate tariff. 

The demand for a broader and more reasona- 
ble policy in treating the subject of a tariff re- 
vision is beginning to be heard here. The Re- 
publicans of the Ways aud Means Committee 
have heard some of the murmurs during the 
week, and they have paid little heed to them. 
One Eastern man, who spoke of the complaint 
against the hides duty, affected to regard 
itas acomplaint ‘trumped up” in the news- 
papers, and declared that most of the hides and 
shoe men in the East were prepared to sustain 
the committee in any action they concluded to 
take, This is absurd enough, but it fairly illus- 
trates. the indifference of the Ways and 
Means Committee to listen to anything 
that does not _—ifaill in with the 
protectionists’ programme, Leading Demo- 
crats are of the opinion that they ought to offer 
a bill providiog for free raw waterials, free ma- 
terials in a crude state for the use of the manu- 
facturer, and reduced duties on a great many 
articles upon which the duties can be lowered 
without injury to any busivess interest. 
The House is in such a condition now, 
while awaiting the appesrance of a pill 
that has been materially changed after it was 
published as ready to be reported, that 1t was 
certain that the majority must divide when the 
hodge-podge contrivance comes into the House. 
The tendency to divide will be encouraged by 
some of the men outsiae of Congress who did 
= Nw secure the victory of the Republicans 
in 1888. 

One of these men, a prominent Philadelphian, 
who is inexpressibly vexed at the reckless bo 
in which the committee proposes to brea 
down the Sugar Trust by reducing sugars 30 
and 40 per cent., entertained tne writer with a 
minute analysis of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. He described the Chairman as & man 
useless, because of his inflation with Presidea- 
tial aspirations, a man of no business capaeity, 
utterly incumpetent to deal with so difficulta 
task as the construction of a tariff bill, and 
only useful at his best in an occasional 
“ spurt’ in the House. Mr. Burrows was treat- 
ed much in the same way, ani other members 
of the committee were summarily swept aside 
by “light weights.” On the otber hand, 
he spoke of the minority membership 
of the committee as strong in mea who 
would be quick , to take advantage of 
the opportunities that the majority were 
preparing to give them. There were men en 
the Democratic end of the committee, he said, 
who were not above working, wDo have habits 
of application, a great deal of natural shrewd- 
ness, and a clearness of purpose that was io 
striking contrast with the diversity of opinion 
among the majority that was preventing them 
from agreeing, and that would result in the 
production of a bill that Mr. Allison, with his 
recenUy modified views on the tariff question, 
would batter into an unrecognizable wass as 
soon as it reached the committee of the Senate 
that he unquestionably dominates, 

There 16 no doubt that the effort of the Dem- 
crats to construct a reasonable bill for the re- 
duction of taxes and tbe revision of the tariff 
duties will elicitfrom the country a response 
that will demonstrate whether the Republicans 
have correctly or incorrectly understood the 
meaning of the comments on the McKinley bill. 
It will be a bill, too, upon which the Democrats 
will agree without a tithe of the pulling and 
hauling that the Republicans have undergone 
for a month. 

Major McKinley thinks that he can see his 
way to reporting the Tariff bill to the House on 
Monday. The only thing upon which the ma- 
jority members have had to decide 1s the duties 
On Carpet wools, and there is a hope in the 
committee room that these duties will be fixea 
to-morrow. The twine and cordage inter- 
esta, that want to reduce the duty on twine to 
three-quarters of acenta pound, in obedience 
to Weatern demands, were heard to-day, and 
after they had gone the committee decided to 
make the rate a cent and a half, or the same 
as that in the Senate bill. Miss Kate 
Field appeared before the committee this 
morning to advocate “free art” as the least 
that the committee could do for the country in 
its headlong attempt to tax everything. She 
has met with better success than the most of 
the orators who have spoken for greater free- 
dom of trade, for the committee has decided to 
put art productions on the free list. The argu- 
ments made by the artists of the country, to 
the effect that the free importation of paint- 
ings and statuary would tend to develop a 
taste and demand for the works of domestic 
artists has had its way. The bill will not be 
submitted to tke full committee if the present 
intention of the majority is adhered to until 
just before it is to be reported to the House. It 
will then be reocommitted to the committee. 
The minority will be afforded a chance to make 
their report, and thena day will be fixed for 
the beginning of the discussion. 








REPUBLICANS WHO DISAGREE. 





MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATORS AT WAR 
OVER THE TARIFF BILL. 


Boston, March 27.—There was plenty of fun 
atthe State House to-day. The tariff disous- 
sion in the House had completely demoralized 
the Republican forces, and had caused a clean- 
cut division in the ranks. Several miniature 
conferences were held during the forenoon 
between the leaders. The Wardwell wing in- 
sisted on standing up against the trip-hammer 
vlows of the Democrats, and sustaining the 
policy of the national party. The other wing, 
represented by Mr. Hayes of Lynn, drafted a 
resolution, very general in its character and 
evasive, calling on Congress to reduce the 
duties on coal, coke, iron ore, and iron scraps, 


and make such reduction in pig iron and other 
raw materials used in Massachusetts as could 
consistently be done. 

While Mr. Sprout and Mr. Hayes were dis- 
cussing these. resolutions Mr. J. O. Burdett, 
Chairman of the Kepublican State Commitee, 
happened into the room where they were, and 
cai be did not presume to tell the Republican 
members of the Legislature what their 
duty wWas in the matter, but the at- 
tack of the Democrats was of such an 
insidious nature that it could not be met sim- 
ply by amero spirit of opposition. Something 
more must be dune. Before the House went 
into session Mr. Sohfer of Beverly, assisted by 
Wembers of tbe Repv*lican State Central Com- 
mittee, concerted thin resolve presonted by 
Mr. Laft of Gfoucester before the orders of the 
day were reached. 

Resolved, That wile we favor a revision and a 
reduction o& the present dutics sa far as the same 
can properly bg made without detriment to sh? 
laboraug and industrial interests of the conn- 
try, aud cf Massachnsetis in particular, we 
?’o not it expefient to lengthen the 
eoassn of the Legislature by the consideration and 
paectage of resolutions intended to intiuence the ac. 
tion of our Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress upon the subject, as they alone have the 
power to legislate. 

Resolved, That we hereby oxpress our confidence 
in the ability of our Senators and Representatives 
in Congress to dea) wisely with this subject, ant to 
take euch action thereon as will be for the best in- 
terests of their constituente and the whole country. 

Mr. McDonough of Boston moved to subati- 
inte for tne resolution of Mr. Taft that of Mr. 
Quincy of Quincy. Mr. Quincy hoped the 
motion would prevail. There wae nothing 
to bo gained by preventing a fuli 
and fair discussion of the question. Mr. 
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and Gray Mixtures and Black. 
gp Bitpe beat wanes of the season. 
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that the case should be ruled out of court, but 
Mr. Quiocy denied it, He would cite cases 
where similar resotves had been passed, and 
he proeeeded to do so, when Mr. Glasgow of 
Worcester tried to put on the gag law, but he 
‘Was overruled. 

Mr. Sohier said the only issue before the 
House was whether it was expedient to pass 
revolutions on every matter which Mr. Quincy 
might bring in or leave it all to the Congrese- 
men and Senators from the State in Washing- 
ton. Mr. Wardwell of Haverhill was willing to 
leave the question of the tariff to the Massachu- 
getts Congressmen and Senators. He believed 
the interests of the State were safe in their 
bands, and he did not wish to casta slur on 
them by adopting this resolution. The previous 
question was ordered and the substitute resolve 
offered by Mr. McDonough was rejected on a 
yea and nay vote—75 to 139. ‘he question 


then recurred to the resolution of Mr. Taft. It 
was adopted—143 to 69. 
Mr. Sohier then moved to discharge from the 


orders of the day the adverse report which was 
under discussion when the House adjourned. 
He was not succansful, but by shrewd parlia- 
mentary tactics the Republicans finally got the 
adverse report before them. Substitute reao- 
lutions were rejected by a vote of 69 to 109, 

and then the aererte report was accepted.

TRADE IN PERIL. 
City oF MEXICO, March 27.—Immediately it 
becomes positively known that the new Tariff 
bill in the United States Congress fixing the 
duty of 14, cents per pound on lead ores is 
eertain to become a law, steps will be taken 
here by English and German capitalista to 
establish a number of large smelting works 
along the lines of the Mexican Central, 
Mexican National, and International Railways, 
and thus by American legislators a very large 
and profitable business will be forever lost to 
the smelting establishments in the United 


States, the principal sufferers being smelt- 
ers in El Paso and Laredo, in Texas, 
and Kansas City. The smelters in Engiand 
and Germany will by the contemplated law 
gain a stronger foothold than ever in the Mexti- 
can trade, and should this Government retali- 
ate by duties on certain articles of American 
manufacture a large amount of trade so labori- 
ously built up by American manufacturers will 
be destroyed. 

The determination of American protectionists 
to ruin trade with Mexico is deplored by 
every wide-awake business man from the 
United States now visiting this country. 
There is a general sentiment among resi- 
dent and visiting Americans, and the latter 
represent large interests in their own country, 
that the politicians at Washington are entering 
on® course utterly destructive of American 
trade abroad, and especially injurious to trade 
with Spanish America. 

‘The proposed doubling of the duty on oranges 
and lemons is regarded here as evidence that 
the United States does not care for trade with 
Mexico, and if the new Tariff bill is not 
amended in the particulara enumerated 
the European influence here will be stronger 
than ever; for the Administration here, al- 
though friendly to the United States, will be 
unable to resist *he powerful sentiment in 
favor of granting future concessions and privi- 
leges to Europeans rather than to Americans. 

very large exoursion parties of representa- 
tive American business men have recently been 
hospitably entertained here and in other Mex- 
joan cities, and, as a result of their study of 
commercial conditions here, they are almost 
unanimously in favor of liberalizing instead of 
restricting trade with Mexico, and have in 
nearly every case denounced the narrow policy 
now prevailing in Washington.

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION IN A CHICAGO 
SUGAR REFINERY PLANT. 


CHICAGO, March 27.—A aisastrous explosion 
oceurred this evening in the Chieago Sugar Re- 
finery Company’s plant, corner of Taylor and 
Beech streets. One man was fatally hurt and 
twenty others severely burned. Spontaneous 
combustion is supposed to have been the cause. 

Twenty-seven men were at work in the starch 
room, when there came a tremendous clap, fol- 
lowed by flashes of fire and the rumbling of 
falling timbers. Shattered portions of the 


building and machinery were huried in every 
direction, and the workmen in an instant found 
themselves beneath a mass of débris, which was 
soon ablaze. 

Two bundred men are employed in the main 
building. When they heard the report of the 
explosion and saw the glare of the tlames they 
were panic-stricken, Rushing down the long 
narrow stairways and out into the alr, it was 
some moments before they realized the position 
of their comrades and began a rescue. 

With the aid of eighteen tire engine crews a 
score of bruised and bleeding victims were 
soon being deposited on improvised couches in 
the laboratory of the company. Outside of this 
laboratory wives, mothers, and children, whv 
had fought their way through the smoke and 
the crowds of spectators, were clamoring for 
admittance, but were kept back by the police. 

Louis N@itzhorst, a laborer, was the victim 
whose injuries were certainly fatal. He was 
terribly burned and mangled, but is still living. 
General Manager Bébr and Foreman Henry Ho- 
boldt received fearful burns about the face and 
hands, The others injured are Hanson Tarpe, 
John Gilligan, William Eiseringhouse, Oscar 
Schultz, Fred Kraft, Peter Gerhardt, Martin 
Stark, Anton Hallock, William Hallook, Joseph 
Oswald, George Dvorak, and six whose names 
are unknown. The loss on the building, stock, 
and machinery is about $10,000. 








DR. BURRELL DECLINES. 


HE WILL 





NOT LEAVE MINNEAPOLIS 
FOR THIS CITY, 


MINNEAPOLIS, March 27.—The Rev. David J. 
Burrell, D. D., of the Collegiate Reformed Church 
will not leave Minneapolis, He has telegraphed 
to the committee of the Collegiate Reformed 
Church in New-York City, from which he re- 
ceived acall to preach at $10,000 a year, and 
declined the offer without qualification. 

He bad not intended to make his decision un- 
til the arrival of certain papers from New-York. 
But upon second thought he conelauded to leave 
outall the secondary considerations on both 
sides and to decide the matter aa regards the 
choice of pastorates on general principles. 
= resulted in a determination to decline the 
call. 

As to the influences which affected his de- 
cision he would say nothing. The comparative 
size, influence, and opportunities afforded by 
the two churches have been alscussed at length 
by all interested, and the reasons for the de- 
oision must therefore be considered as a matter 
of personal preference, 

Church Clerk 8, B. Williams expressed the 
opinion that the New-York church would raise 
the bid as soon as Dr. Burrell’s decision be- 
came known, and that a much larger salary 
and more tempting conditions would be named. 
He ald not, however, think it would change the 
deeision that Dr. Burrell has already made. 


GEN. OROUK’S SMALL ESTATE. 

CHICAGO, March 27.—The estate of the late 
Major Gen. George Crook was brought into 
the Probate Court this morning by a petition 
filea by Lieut. Lyman M. V. Kennon, an aide de 
camp on Gen. Crook's staff, for letters author- 
izing him to administer it. 

Lieut. Kennon said that he wasa friend of 
Gen. Crook and that it became necessary to 
take out letters to collect.

THREE BROTHERS KILLED. 





CUT IN PIEKCES BY A TRAIN AS THEY 
WERE RETURNING TO BROOKLYN. 


SUSQUEHANNA, Penn., March 27.—Erie train 
No. 14, the Wells-Fargo Express, killed three 
men at Red Rock, a small hamlet seven miles 
west of here, this morning. 

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., March 27.—The men 
killed by Erie train No. 14 at Red Rock this 
morning were three brothers named Bakefeld, 
and all belonged in Brooklyn. They were re- 
turning home when they were struck by a pas- 
senger train and hurled against a freight train 


which was passing and which prevented them 
trom hearing the express train approaching, 
The train ich struck them was one of the 
fastest running on the road. The bodies were 
all horribly mangled, and death in each case 
was instantaneous. The men had in their pos- 
session a large number of letters and sufiicient 
photographs to fill a cigar box. 





A TIMES reporter ascertained last night that 
the young men, all brothers, had been carrying 
on @ grocery trade in Brooklyn at the corner of 
York-street and Green-lahe. Their names are 
Richard, Herman, and William Bakefeld. Their 
brother, Heury Bakefeld, who keeps a grocery 
store at 183 Hadson-avente, Brooklyn, got two 
telegrams yesterday announcing the death of 
his brothers. He immediately left to take 
charge of the bodies. Mrs. Henry Bake- 
feld explained that the three young men 
sold out their grocery business about 
seven weeks ago and started for Chicago, think- 
ing to better their fortunes by establishing 
themselves in the West. Richard was the 
oldest, being twenty-six, Herman was twenty- 
three, and William was nineteen. William was 
engaged to a pretty, young German girl named 
Becky Rottmerund, who lives at 437 Pacitic- 
street, Brooklyn. Abouttive weeks ago she gota 
letter from William, dated Chicago, in which he 
spoke of the intention of the brothers to go 
further West, Nothing more was heard from 
the young men. Mrs. Bakefeld thought they 
had probabiy made up their minds to come 
home and were on their way when struck by 
the train. There was said to be no trouble be- 
tween the young men and no reason for their 
going away except business ambition. They 
are said to have been of quiet, steady habits. 








THE MISSISSIPPI FLOODS. 





GREAT DISTRESS REPORTED IN 
OVERFLOWED DISTRICTS. 


ST. LovIS, March 27.—Officers of Lower Mis- 
sissipt steamers arriving here report much dis- 
tress in the overflowed districts south of Mem- 
phis, and the outlook for their next crop 
quite discouraging. Should the water not drain 
off by the last of April it will seriously inter- 
fere with their planting. Over one million 
empty sacks have been shipped to points be- 


tween Memphis and Vicksburg, and bave been 
filled with earth and sand and used in strength- 
ening the levees. 

NEW-ORLEANS, March 27.—The Times-Demo- 
crat’s Greenville (Miss.) special says: ‘*Heavy 
wind has been blowing all the day, causing the 
levees to wash badly in many places, and at 
several places above Greenville they are 
considered in a critical conditiop. A terrible 
storm has been and is now raging at Leota 
and Washington, several houses and stores 
having been blown down. The wind Is rising 
here again. Should it keep up during the night 
along the river, more amage will be 
done before another day beams on this 
delta. Countrymen who have hitherto 
been confident we would pull through 
without any great loss have now 
given up and believe that aterrible disaster is 
immirent, as they do not think the levees can 
stand the terrible strain much longer.”

Although the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion has no money, not even enough 
to meet their mileage expenses, dispatches 


are being continually received at the offices 
of the commission in the Army Building in this 
city from Capts.

BALTIMORE, Mareh 27.—The town of Texas, 
Baltimore County, thirteen miles from this 
city, on the line of the Northern Cen- 
tral Railroad, was thrown into a great 
state of excitement to-day by an attempt 
to assassinate the Rev. Patrick B. Lenneghan, 
assistant pastor of St. Joseph’s Catholic Church,

A CYCLONE AT LOUISVILLE 


ALL 





COMMUNICATION WITH 
THE GITY OUT OFF. 
IT IS REPORTED THAT A LARGE PART 
OF THR TOWN HAS BEEN DESTROYED 
AND THAT FROM 1,000 To 1,500 PER- 
SONS HAVE BEEN KILLED—AN IL- 
LINOIS TOWN WIPED OUT AND SEV- 
ERAL HUNDRED LIVES LOST. 


The terrific storms West appear to have been 
of fatal force in the vicinity of Louisville, Ky., 
although there are no positive or definite re- 
ports upon which to base any estimato of the 
damage. 

There is not at this hour, 2 o’clock A. M., nor 
has there been for several hours, any informa- 
tion whatever from the city of Louisville or 
vicinity. 

There have been rumors of alarming loss of 
life by the force of the cyclone, but everything 
needs confirmation. 

The absolute breakdown of all telegraph 
facilities causes great apprehension and 
suspense, The city of Louisville is be- 
yond all reach of the telegraph, and is a 
dead city so far as wire communication is con- 
cerned. 

The cyclone must have spentits greatest force 
there. 

A report just received here says the chief 
operator of the Western Union at Louis- 


ville had arrived at Jeffersonville, Ind, 
across the river from  Lonisville. He 
reports terrible destruction there, al- 


most the entire western portion of Louis- 
ville being in ruins, and 1,000 to.1,500 sup- 
posed to be killed. This information is said to 
have come over arailroad wire between Jeffer- 
sonville and Indianapolis. 

The Associated Press accompanies the fore- 
going with this bulletin: 

“This must only be taken as a rumor, as 
there are no means of confirming the reports 
at present, and the statement is only given in 
the absence of authentic information.” 

CHICAGO, March 28—12:45 A. M.—Private in- 
formation received here at this moment is to 
the effect that Louisville has been swept by 
& cyclone with great loss ot life. This informa- 
tion is unofficial. Certain it is that the Western 
Union Telegraph Company has been cut off 
since 7 or 8 P. M. and that no information can 
be obtained through this source. 

At 1 o’clock the agent of the Associated Press 
at Indianapolis telegraphs as follows: “The Jef- 
fersonville, Madison, and Indianapolis wires 
are down this side of Jeffersonville. An un- 
traceable rumor says fifteen persons have beep 
killed.”

OONFLICTING REPORTS ABOUT

LOUISVILLE, March 28.--Shortly after 9 
clock a tornado swept over this 
city, wrecking two or three hundred 
heuses and killing 200 people. The wind 
came from the southwest. The Union 
Station, at the foot of Seventb- 
street, was lifted from its foundation and turned 
Over into the raging torrent of the Ohio River. 
A train of cars making up for the Louisville 
Southern Road went over with the building.

In the ball were over a hundred 
people, and but few jof them escaped alive, 
Many buildings after falling caught fire, and 
the inmates were burned.

NASHVILLE (ILL.) STRICKEN. 

8ST. Louis, March 27.—A dispatch to the Re- 
public from Nashville, LIL, says the cycione 
struck that place with terrific force, and that 
nota pane of giass is left in a window with 
western exposure. Although no lives were lost 
there were many narrow escapes. The City 
Hall, a large frame structure 40 by 100 feet, 
valued at $10,000, was completely demolished. 
Martin Porter’s livery stable is a wreck; Saw- 
yer & McCracken’s cooper shop, brick building, 
is demolished. At little Prairie, a few miles dis- 
tant from here, the storm destroyed the resi- 
dence of William Rhine, and Mr. Rhine was 
badly hurt, his leg and arm being broken. Heis 
also internally injured and notexpected to live. 
Two of his cnildren were carried a quarter 
of a mile to the home of David Smith. They 
were uninjured. Smith’s house was de- 
stroyed. He rushed out with his little 
girl, and a tree fell on them. Neither is ex- 
pected to live. Fritz Krum’s house was blown 
away, and he and his wife probably fatally 
injured. 

Henry Taylor and family had a like fate. 
Two were young ladies, a Miss Morris 
and Miss Maggie Simonds, both of whom 
will die from their injuries, <All the aoctors 
have gone from this district to attend the 
injured. There is as Poland settlement di- 
rectly in the path of the storm 
which has not been heard from, and it is feared 
great loss of life has occurred there. 


TWO VILLAGES VISITED.

KansasS City, March 27.—A dispatch from 
Sioux City, Iowa, says that the storm extends 
over that State and partakes of the nature of a 
blizzard. It began snowing sbortly before 
noon and at 6 o’clock in the evening 
snow had fallen tothe depth of fifteen inches 
ip the western portion of the State. Trains 
from the west are delayed all the way from four 
to eight hours,and someof them have been 
abandoned entirely.

The Senate Committee on Railroads this after- 
noon decided to report favorably Mr. Fassett’s 
Rapid Transit bill, with mauy important amend- 


ments, while Mr. Ives’s Rapid Transit bil! will 
be reported adversely. Mr. Fassett’s bill, as 
the committee will report it, provides that 
there snall be a State Board of Rapid Trausit 
Railroad Commissioners, to consist of elxzht 
members, Who shall be appointed by the Gov- 
eruor and contirmed by the senate. Four of the 
Com iwissioners are to be Democrats and four Re- 
publicans. They are to bold office for six years. 
‘rhey are to have jurisdiction over ail ities 
having @ population exceeding 100,000, and in 
all such cities, When the boards is considering 
rapid-transit routes for such cities, the Mayor 
of the city shall be for the time being an ex- 
ofticio member of the beard. Six wemoers shall 
Qubstitute a quorum. Upon the request of the 
Mayor or of any 500 resident freeholders of any 
such city, such Comuissioners shail consider 
the question of establishing rapid-transit roads 
ln such city. 

They shall make outa plan for a road, and 
they may lay out routes over, Uader, or through 
all streets, avenues, or lavds in such cities, in: 
cluding blocks between streets, with ihe con 
sent of the local autuorities, and with the cen: 
seot of one-half of the properiy holders, or the 
determination of the Comwissiouers appointed 
by the Supreme Court in leu of the consent of 
the property boivers. ‘The public parka, 
grounds, and bulidings of any city, or ef the 
State, or of the United States, are expressliv 
exempted from the provisions of the act, 
as are also Fifth-avenue, Fourtb-avenue, 
above Forty-second-street, Madison-avegue, 
and Broadway south of Thirty-tnira-street, in 
New-York City, and every street or avenue now 
actually vcoupied by au elevated structure, ex- 
cept that it provides tuat tae Cummission May 
locate railways under the surface of Broadway 
or Madison-avenue, in New-York City, or under 
any park by tunnel, and except that such 
routes may cross Broadway or any street os 
avenue now occupied by an elevaied road. 

The report of the Commissioners as to the 
routes and pians adopted shall be transmitted 
to the Common Council o7 the eity, and such 
Common Councli may suggest changes to be 
made in the routes and pianus, and the Com- 
wissioners shall consider such suggestions and 
report again to the Common Counc!) the routes 
and plans amended in xccordance with the sug- 
gestion, or not, as the Commissioners may 
deem wise. Within four weeks after suck 
plans and routes shall have been first trana< 
mitted to the Common Council a tinal 
vote shall be taken thereon in the form of < 
resolution to adopt the plans anid routes; and 
when such resolution has beep adopted in the 
manner required by law for the adoption of 
resolutions or municipal ordinances of such 
city, such plans and routes shall be deemed to 
bave been finally consented to and adopted, 
and such consent shall be deemeil to be the con- 
sent of the local authorities; except that where 
ip any city the exclusive control of a street in- 
cluded in the routes is vested iu some other au< 
thority than the Common Council, the consen 
of such authority must be obtained in piace o 
the Common Council. 

After the consents of the local authorities and 
property owners are obtained and the plans are 
prepared, the Commissioners shall sell at pub- 
lic auction, after due advertisement, the right 
to construct and operate such railways. ‘the 
Commissioners may prescribe the terms and 
eonditions of the sa:ie as they may deem best 
for the interest of the public and of the city. 

A Jarge number of provisions which must be 
atateu in the terms of sale are set forth In the 
bilL The roads are to be constructed under 
the supervision of the engivesr appointed by 
the Commisstoners. The Comuoissiooers, other 
than a Mayor, are to receive reasonable eum- 
pensation, to be fixed by the Supreme Ceurt 
and — by the purchasers of the franchise. 
On the requisition of the Commissioners the 
financial officers of the city shall appro- 
priate such an amount gs may be called for 
the expenses of the Commissioners. Pro- 
visions are made for the organization of cor- 
porations to build the roads, for the acguiring 
of land, and for the conferring on sueh corpo- 
rations of the general powers that other rai!- 
Toads have. It aiso provides that said Com- 
missioners may allow any railway corporation 
owning oc actually uvperating a road within the 
limits of any city in which they have power to 
act to lay additional tracks on a portion or the 
whole of its railway, and to acquire terminal or 
other facilities on any street or place on waich 
said railway sha)l be located. 

It also provides§that whenever the route se- 
leeted by the Commissioners for the construc- 
tion of a rdad shall intersect, coincide with, or 
cross avy rallway tracks occupying the surface 
of the ground, the corporation building such 
read 1s authorized tor the purpose of building the 
rosd to remove the tracks ef auch surface rall- 
i Ways, but it svall be donein such a manner asa to 
interfere as little as possible with the practical 
operation of the surface roads, and the sama 
should be restored upon the completion of the 
rapid-transit route. The bill is not to affect or 
repeal the Kapid Transit act of 1875, except so 
far aa regarde the appointment of Commission- 
ere. The bili is not to affect rights of surface 
roads heretofore acquired or heretofore author- 
ized to be acquired, except as expressly pro- 
vided in the bill.

An attempt was made this morning in the 
Assembly to pass the bill of Mr. Guibord of 
Clinton providing that the Superintendent of 
the Poor of Clinton County shail also be the 
keeper of the county poorhouse, with an amend- 
ment which would make the bill seriously-con- 
fiict with the provision of the Acker pauper, 
insane measure. Mr. Guibord introduced the 
amendment and urged dts passage, but the 
House would not consent, and he caused the 
bill to be laid aside just in time to save it from 
tinal destruction. 

What appears to have been a deliberate at- 
tempt to give a bill standing before the House 
by smuggling it through the Committee on 
Claims was discovered to-day before it could be 
carried out, 

The bill of Mr. Curtis of St. Lawrence, giving 
the Western Union Telegraph Company per- 
mission to bring its one-hundred-and-ninety- 
thousand-dollar claim for back taxes before ihe 
State Board of Claims, has been in the Claims 
Committee of the House, the reputable mem- 
bers of which, say it will never be favorably 
reported. 

‘the clerk of the committee told the Associ- 
ated Press representative last night that the 
bill would be reported this morning, and a par- 
agraph to that etlect was sent out to the press. 
This morning Mr. J. K. O'Connor of Oneida of 
the Claims Committee was ready to present the 
regular report of the commitice on biils sub- 
mitted to it when a correspondent requested 
permission to look at it. 

In glancing through the bills he discovered 
the Curtis bill, with the regulation printed slip 
attached to it, signifying that it was to be 
favorably reported. The corresponidvuat called 
Mr. O’Connor’s attention to this, and that gen- 
tleman, apparently much mystified, took the 
bill from the bundie and notitiea Messrs, Tread- 
way and Stranahan, who also belong to the 
Clatms Committee, of the discovery.

It was 
not so much a question of preservation of the 
canais, but of hygiene for a prosperous and 
rapidly-erowing city. 

Col. Brown of New-York expressed his belief 
that the bill will not interfere with the canal. 
Any water was good cnough for a canal, but a 
city like Syracuse wanted the best kind of 
water. 

“Tho time has come,” exclaimed Senator 
Erwin, “when the people of the State should 
bave full and free use of tresh and pure water, 
A great city like Syracuse is entitled to this 
water.” 

Senator Fassett proved, from figures supplied 
by the State Engineer, that more water runs to 
waste daily from »kanealetes Lake than Syra- 
cuse would require, Messers.

PROPERTY OWNERS ALARMED. 
NEWARK, N. J., March 27.-—-The property 
owners of the Fourteenth Ward of Newark are 
excited by fears that the Pennsylvania or the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad Company contemplate 
a seizure of some of the handsomest thorough- 


fares in that section of the city. For weeks 
rumors of coming invasion of the streets have 
prevailed, and purchases recently made on 
both sides of some of the streets indicate a de- 
sign on the part of the companies to cross the 
streets at grade. An act pending in the Legia- 
lature empowering railroad companies to cross 
streets at grade, where both sides are owned by 
the company, has attracted attention ag the 
means by which the eompanies hope to gain 
authority for the threatened seizure. 

The act has also aroused suspicion in Jersey 
City that if is designed to enable the New- 
Jersey Central to seize the State grant iu the 
South Cove. 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

The Executive Council of Iowa has comploted{the 
assessment of the State for purposes of taxation. 
They find a total railway mileage in the State of 
8,259, indicating a loss during the year of 38 
miles; total assessed valuation, $42,383,084, a re- 
duction from last year of $217,598. There are 
some changes in the assessment per mile, the most 
notable being that of the Union Pacific Dummy 
line, from $150,000 in 1889 to $5,000 in 1890. This 
heavy cecrease 1s OWing to the fact that an electric 
road has been built across the Missouri River from 
Council Biuifs to Omaha and has captured the pas- 
senger trafic between those two points.

RADICAL CHANGES PROPOSED BY THE 
MINISTER OF FINANOE. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 27,—The Hon, 
George E. Foster, Minister of Finance, de- 
livered his budget speech in the House of Com- 
mons to-day. It was the busiest day for every 
one since the session commenced. The tele- 
graph wires were all seized by the Government 
so as to prevent any inkling of the tariff 
changes getting abroad until all the customs 
posts had been notified. To-night this had been 
eased off, and the wires are free. 

The tariff changes are radical, and, in the 
main, can be regarded as hoatile tothe United 
States. The Minister of Finance reviewed at 
length the condition of trade in Canada during 
the past year. He said that the outlook, on the 
whole, was very favorable. 

He referred to the proposed fast Atlantic and 
Pacific steamship services. He said that no 
contract had yet been awarded, owing to the 
increase in the price of shipbuilding and the 
increase in the price of freights. He stated that 
the estimated reserve for the current year 
would be $39,200,000, and expenditure, 
$36,700,000, which would give a probable sur- 
plus of $2,500,000, 

With regard to protection, he said that the 
protective tariff was the only one which would 


benefit Canada at the present day, It was this 
protective tariff which brought victory to the 
Republican Party at the last election in the 
United States. 

The tarilf resolutions embrace interpretation 
clauses and cance! all orders in Couneil whion 
constitute decisions on tariff matters. Scores of 
artioles, including raw materials which are not 
produced in Canada, are aliowed in free of 
duty, but the tendency is toward increased 
protection. 

The chief tariff changes are asfollows: Fancy 
boxes, 30 to 35 per cent.; paints, duties iu- 
creased considerably; window glass, free; or- 
namental glaas, reduced from 35 to 25 per cent. ; 
gloves and mitts, increased 30 to 35 per cent. ; 
wall papers and hangings, general reduction; 
dry plates, 15 to 9 cents; stereotype plates, 
duty to be collected by square inch instead of 
by weight; brass and copper wires, formerly 
free, now 15 per cent.; covered wire, 25 to 35 
per cent.; wool, increased from 742 to 10 cents 
per pound. 

Duties on spirits and alcohol are increased 
and rearranged. Straw and woolen bats are 
increased to 5 per cent.; fur felt hats, an in- 
crease Of 15 per cent. per dozen aud 20 per 
cent, ad valorem, formerly it was 25 per cent. ; 
flour, duty iucreased from 50 cents to 75 cents 
per barrel; cheese and butter increased and 
rearranged; pork and mess pork, 1 cent to 14 
cents per pound; salt and fresh meats from 1 
aud 2 cents to a uniform duty of 3 cents; pre- 
pared meats from 2 to 3 cents per pound; lard 
from 2 to 3 cents per pound; untried lard, 11g 
cents to 2 cents per pound; live hoge and 
sheep, 20 to 30 per cent. ad valorem; corn used 
for human food, a rebate of 90 per cent, of the 
original duty paid; molasses reduced uniformiy 
one-half, with testing regulations as well. 

Fruits, plants, and shrubs, formerly free, will 
be charged cuty collevted under the old tarilt of 
five years ago; berries, duty increased from 3 
to 4 cents per pound; bananas and wild biue- 
berries are on the free list 

Mining machinery not manufactured in Can- 
ada will be allowed in free of duty for three 
years; steel, iron, or Other parts tor iron and 
steel ships tree, and corn grown for ensilage 
purposes free. 

Sir Richard Cartwright regarded the tariff 
changes as likely to produce the most disas- 
trous consequences. He regretted that the 
Minister of Finance could not see the clouds on 
the horizon if such a radical change as proposed 
were adopted. Not within thirty-five years had 
such general distress prevailed in Canada as 
existed at present. ‘ihe Minister of Finance 
was smpty the speaking trumpet of the com- 
bines. bove a.1 other questions were two 
pamed—one, the pressing condition as regards 
the United States and the condition of our 
farmers. Canada stood at the cross roads, 
and he was prepared to stand the 
consequences of a policy of unon-inter- 
course, He characterized the budget as 
@ series of imbecile blunders, and warned 
Mr, Foster not to piay With tire. If the McKin- 
ley bill at Washington became law it would be 
on account of the unwise and imprudent acts 
of the Dominion Government. Protection, he 
deciared, was ruining tue couniry, Ontario 
alone possessing a mortgage indebtedness of 
three hundred millions. In conclusion, he sub- 
mitted a resolution deslaring that it isexpedient 
to place ou tbe free list articles of prime neced- 
sity for famers, miners, fishermen, and otker 
producers.

SUNSHINE TO RAIN. 


A SIGNAL SERVICE BULLETIN SAYS THERE 
IS A BIG STORM IN PHE WEST. 


As bright, cool, and altogether as séasonable 
a day as New-York has luxuriated in for many 
moons closed with sundown last evening, and 
the streets, which, thanks to a combina- 
tion of intelligent rain storms, were 
comparatively clean, were throngead with 
pedestrians morning and afternoon. 
From all the weather indications that ordinary 
citizens are up in, it looked as though the spell 


of fine weather was good for another day or 
two, but Sergt. Dunn of the Signal Corps sent 
out from his eyrie on the Equitable Building at 
3 o’clock a bulletin from Washington that 
caused a universal wailing. 

It announced that a severe storm, born and 
bred in Kansas, was moving eastward at a 
rate of from tnirty-six to sixty miles an 
hour, and that a genuine Nebraska ‘“ bliz- 
zara” and a well-authenticated Texas 
“norther’ were traveling along in the 
same direction at about equally rapid rates. It 
predicted severe local storms in the interior 
aud casterly gales all along the Atlantic cuast, 
with very high southeast winds in ite southern 
length. 

Rain began to fall in the city about 1 o’clock 
last night, and those people who always “cop: 
per’ (in Wall-street languaye) the weather pre- 
dictions found themselves for once in the 
wrong, and bitterly lamented for the umbrellas 
and storm coats left at home in the face of the 
weuther bureau’s warnings. 

Besides the three storms mentioned above, 
which New-York may possibly entertain to-day, 
severai local storms were prevalent yesterday 
in Missouri, Colorado, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Georgia, and Alabama.

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DMNATHS BY ELECTEIO WIRES. 
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REPORT OF THE SENATE COMMITTEE 
@WHICH INVESTIGATED THEM. 


ALBANY, Mareh 27.—The Senate Committee 
on General Laws, which has been playing with 
eleetricity for lighting and power purposes in 
New-York for the past six weeks, and which 
has been conspicuous for its examination 
of witnesses friendly to the Westing- 


house Company, has turned in its report. 
As originally drawn the report was quite differ- 
ent from that presented to the Senate. It was 
submitted to the committee, all drawn, by Mr. 
Erwin, the Chairman. But so strong was the 
demand to have it made impartial by his col- 
leagues that Mr. Erwin eventuaiiy had to mod- 
ify the views expressed. 

In the Senate to-day Mr. Erwin asked to have 
the report adopted forthwith. The committee 

resenied no bill with tt, he said, but one was 
tn process of formulation. It was necessary to 
have the testimony printed as a dooument, inas- 
much as the deepest interest existed all over 
the country, and particularly in those States 
where electrical investigations were in pro- 


ress, 

There seemed tobe no objection to Erwin’s 
pian, and it was on the point of being adopted 
when Senator Jacobs deciared that this was an 
extraordinary proposition—to sdopt a report of 
this Important character without reading or 
examination. He had no objection to having 
it printed. He suggested the report be consid- 
ered next Thursday. 

“ We can’t have the testimony ready by that 
time,” observed Mr. Erwin. 

‘That don’t matter. We want to look into 
the report, not the testimony,” said Jacobs. 
Erwin yielded and Jacobs’s préposition was ac- 
cepted. 

After enumerating the witnesses examined 
and the depositions of expert electricians that 
were read, the report finds that all the elevtric 
lighting from central stations in this State is 


done either under the low-tension continuous 
system, the high-tengion direct current system, 
or the altefnating-eurrent converter system, 
involving tae use of 1,000 volts or more in 
main wires, which is redueed by means of con- 
verters to 60 or 100 yolts on consumers’ wires. 

* There is a danger to property from fire and 
to life from shock,” says the report, ‘‘but the 
experts differ as to what voltage would cause 
death or ag to the relative danger of alternating 
ani continuous currents, It seems to be con- 
ceded, however, that currents of 250 volts and 
under, either direct or alternating, are safe.’’ 

Asto the deaths by electric-light wires the 
report says: 

“It appears that sixteen persons have been killed 
in the city of New-Yurk during the past three 
years from eleatrical currents, most ef them being 
employes of electrig light companies. Most, if not 
all, of these deaths were cau-ed by a continous cur- 
rent nsed for are lighting. As far as the committee 
could ascertain no uccident has been caused by un- 
derground conductors. ‘I'he causes for most of the 
deaths appear to have been carelessness on the 
partofthe electric companies in using poorly in- 
sulated or badly arranged conductors and in neg: 
lecting other precautions required for safety. It 
appears doubtful if an overhead system of wiras 
carrying high-tension currents could he, under any 
circumstances, maintained jn the crowded streets 
of the city of New-York without more or less dan- 
ger to the public.” 

The remedy recommended by the committee 
is the burial of allelectrig ight and power 
wires in New-York and in all other cities of the 
State having a population of 125,000, and the 
adoption of such rules and regulations as shall 
compel the companies to properly build and 
maintain their plants and adopt such precan- 
tions as are required to insure the public safety. 

The committee agree that it would be unwise 
and unjust to legislate en the anbiocs, as it 
would be impossible for the Legislature to 
frame rules and regulations for an industry 
thatis so highly technical. They thinky how- 
ever, that some form of supervision by properly 
qualified State or local authorities is prac- 
ticable to reguiate the commercial use 
of electricity, They recommend that the 
Legislature take action to regulate the 
voltage and provide for underground wires 
by enacting that no electrio light or power 
current of over 250 volts pressure be allowed to 
enter any building; that after, say Jap. 1, 1892, 
no overhead conductors carrying currents for 
lighting or power purposes be allowed in any 
street, highway, or public place in any city of 
the State having a population of 125,000 per- 
sons or Over, and that the loca) authorities in 
the various cities coming under this:deseription, 
in the absence of any State authority, be em- 
powered and directed to make proper provision 
for the burial of such wires. 

A bill, which is in preparation, to meet the 
suggestions of the report was ordered to be 
printed.

CROCKERY DHALERS OBJECT 
TO INOREASED DUTIKS. 
INJUSTIOR IN PROPOSED TARIFF LRGIS- 
LATION—A MEETING OF INTERESTED 

FIRMS OUTLINES A PROGRAMME. 


Among the commercial interests against 
which the new tarift schedule has been directed 
are the trades in china, earthenware, and glass- 
ware, Representatives of these trades, moved 
by the common impulse of self-preservation, 
suggested a meeting for the purpose of express- 
ing their feelings and convictions about the 
proposed hostile legislation, and that meeting 
was held yesterday at 61 Park-place. 

The following firms, among others, were rep- 
resented: L. Straus & Sons, Hinrichs & Co., 
William Foerster & Co., A. de Riesthal & Co., 
Vawo & Dotter, George F. Bassett & Co., L. D. 
Hatton & Co., B. B. Schneider, H. A. Almy & 
Co., O. A. Gager & Co., Burgess & Goddard, the 
Faience Manufacturing Company, Theodore 
Pabst & Co., Cox, Parish « Unger, J. Vogeisang’s 
Bons, Davison & Pitcairn, and F. W. Buning 
& Co. Several other firms sent letters stating 
that their sympathies were with the movement, 
and that they would be represented at future 
meetings. 

Isidor Straus was elected Chairman of the 
meeting and D. Felter acted as Secretary, Mr. 
Straus said the object of the meeting was thor- 
oughly understood, that the general impulse of 
protection of their business interests, which 
Were seriously threatened by the proposed 
amendments to the tariff schedule, had driven 
them to concert of action in their defense, 
whieh should be of a nature to show to the peo- 
ple at large the injustice of the proposed act. 
It was suggested by one of the gentiemen that 
their action should take the form of a strong 
protestin which not only the trades represent- 


ed in the meeting, but those industries which 
are dependent npon the commerce of the coun- 
try, should join. 

Moritz Kirachbderger, said that a mere protest, 
which would show that the import traae would 
be nearty, if not quite, destroyed by the pro- 

osed changee in the schedule, would only show 

he tariff tinkerers how successfully they had 
done their intended work. What was necessary 
Was to show the people hew the proposed 
schedule militated against the poor man while 
it favored the wealthy; how it made the tarift 
almost prohibitory on articles of general neees- 
pt while luxuries were made admissible 
under a far less rigorous rate of duty. The bill 
as framed would seriously cripple the com- 
merce of the country in china, earthenware, 
and glassware, and would injure not only the 
trades directly involyed, but the railroad, 
steamship, lighterage, cartage, and other in- 
dustries also. 

By the McKinley Administrative bill the aver- 
age cost of crockery and glassware would be 
increased by from 15 to 50 per cent., and now 
the Tariff bill proposed to make a further in- 
erease of trom 50 to 900 per cent. in the rates 
of duty on articles of the trade. Mr, Kirschber- 
ger said he had prepared @ table showing how 
the bill would affect his own partieular branch 
of the trade—lighting glassware. Common 
lamp chimneys would be required to pay an in- 
crease of 900 per cent, in duties, while fancy 
crystal chimneys were increased 150 per cent. 
by the bill. On student lampshades, an article 
in almost universal use, the duty was increased 
from $1 17 to $5 05 ona case, and on decorated, 
etched, and colored shades, which were com- 
paratively articles of luxury, the increase was 
from $8 55 per case to $13 25. 

Inauiry made of the representatives of other 
branches showed that similar tables had been 
begun upon, but were not completed, and since 
this kind of information was most to be de- 
sired, because it would place plainly before the 
lawmakers and the public the contemplated 
enormities of the bill, it was resolved to ap- 
point a Gommittee to draft such tabulated 
statements, together with suitable resolutions, 
to be presented at a meeting to be heid next 
Monday. It was also resolved to confine the 
action of the General Committee to the propo- 
sitions contained in the Tariff bill, leaving the 
Administrative bill altogether out of considera- 
tion for the present. 

The committee, as appointed by Chairman 
Straus, is as follows: Frank Abbott and Louis 
Hinrichs of the chinaware trade, Edward Ander- 
son and Rea wood Wright of Philadelphia of the 
earthenware trade, Theodore Pabst and Alex- 
ander Klingenberg ot the table glassware trade, 
A. de Riesthal and Gustav Otto of the fancy 
and colored glassware trade, B. B. Schneider 
and Moritz Kirschberger of the ligbing glass- 
ware trade, ana Edwin Haviland and Isidor 
Btraus of the trade at large. This committee 
will present the cbjections to the billin statis- 
tical form, with resolutions embodying the sen- 
timents of the trade at large toward the Tarilf 
bill, and, after action by ths Committee at 
Large, will proceed to Washington to lay the 
case before the Ways and Means Committee of 
the House. 





FATHER EARLEY UPHELD. 


VICAR GENERAL PRESTON SAYS HUGHES 
WAS A TRESPASSEt, 


POUGHEKEEEPSIP, N. Y., March 27.—A commit- 
tee from 8t. Mary’s Chureh was sent to New- 
York yesterday, accompanied by Father Earley, 
who had the trouble with George Hughes. The 
committee had an interview with Vicar Gen- 
eral Preston. 

He said to them: ‘You may tell the people of 
Poughkeepsie that we have not the slightest 
notion of reeognizing Mr. Hughes as against 
Father Earley. Mr. Hughes left his documents 
here, but I did not see him. It seems to me 
that he was a trespaseer in this case and should 
have been handed over to the police when he 
went to church with a camp stool aud serew 
drivers. Father Harley seems, very naturally, 
yo have lost his temper with him, which is, of 
course, to be regretted. We have no time here 
to devote any attention to disturbers, 80 tiat 
you need have po fear that avy harm will eome 
to your pastor through the authorities of the 
Church in this case.” 

Itis believed that Mr. Hughes’s suit against 
Father Earley will be abandoned. 





TESTING DYNAMITE GUNS. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The f&ecretary of the 
Navy has approved the report of the board 
of officers appointed to witness the tests 
of the pneumatie dynamite guns of the 
cruiser Vesuvius. The report shows that 
three shots were fired from each of 
the three guns, the charge being about 
204 pounds of gun ocotten, which, together 
with the structure of the shell and fuses and 

acking, made the total weights vary from 505 
0510144 pounds. The guns were elevated atan 
angie of eighteen degrees. Each flight was 
steady, the distances varying from 2,116 to 
2,333 yards, 

The report concludes: “The record shows 
that a shell containing 200 pounds of dynamite 
or other high explosive was thrown at least 
ene mile by each of the dynamite guns 
oonstitating the vessel’s armament The 
ranges attained were considerably over 
the mile, being, respeetively, 2,116, 
2.233, and 2,233 yards.” since the 
firet sentence of this quotation contains the 
text of the contract, it will be seen that the ves- 
sei has been proved to be equal to the firing 
teste and therefore is acceptable on that ground, 
There still remains to be made a test of the 
horse power of the engines, and arrangements 
for itare now being made. 





MILKMEN GETTING RB#ADY. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., March 27.—The work of 
filling icehouses ceased last Saturday through- 
out the great milk- producing region west of the 
Hudson River, and the creamery men and dairy- 
men generally can now gauge their resources 
for shipping milk and cream to the New-York 
market during the Summer season. 

Most of the creameries and condenseries, to- 
gether with the larger number of the individ- 
ual shippers, find themselves fairly supplied 
with ice for the coming warm season at figures 
of cost ranging from $150 to $4 a ton. The 
average cost this year may be fairly estimated 
at $250 a ton for 8 cupply that in ordinary 
seasons wouid cost less than $1 a ton. 

With ice costing $2 50 a ton there will be no 
new creameries or condenseries built this year; 
in faet, several enterprises of this kind thas 
had been under way have already been aban- 
doned. Another effect will be the limiting and 
checking thé milk shipments of the region to a 
degree that will kesp the New-York markot 
supply short and atiffen prices. 





THE ARAMINGO MILLS CLOSED. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 27.—The Aramingo 
Milis Company, whose establishment is ¢it- 
nated at Unity and Leiper streets, Frankford, 
has made an assignment for the benefit of crea- 
iters to John D. Blythe of New-York. The 
deed was recorded Tuesday. Itis said that the 
Nabilities of the Aramingo Milla Company will 
reach $25,000. 

The failure was brought about by the col- 
lapse of the dry goods house of Ross, Campbell 
& Co. in New-York on Monday and the still 
earlier suppression of Joseph P. Murphy & Co. 
The Aramingo Milis employed about sixty 
damask and gingham weavers.

ARBITERS CANNOT AGRHE, 


NEW-JERSEY’S CLAIM’ AGAINST THE 
MORRIS AND ESSEX RAILROAD. 
TRENTON, N. J., March 27.—F. W. Stevens, a 
New-York lawyer whom the State selected as 
the arbitrator in its behalf in the Morris and 
Essex back tax suit, reported to Gov. Abbett 
Wednesday evening that he had been unable to 
agree with.ex-Judge John F. Dillion, the rail- 
road Gompany’s arbitrator, as to the amount of 
the award to which the State is entitled, The 
arbitrators were appointed three or four years 
&go as the result of a special message sent to 
the Legislature by Gov. Abbett, in which he 
alleged that there were reasons to believé that 
the railroad company had, by hiding its taxable 
items in non-taxable accounts, cheated the 
State during twenty years out of large sums of 

money. 

Aninvestigation was set on foot and the State 
Officials found reason to believe that, with in- 
terest, the State had a just olaim of about 
$1,100,000 against the railroad company. 
Threats were made to take steps to confiscate 
the property of the company under a limitation 
in the company’s charter, and as a result of it 
arbitration was proposed. The State wanted 
three arbitrators, bus the compauy persuaded 
the Legisiature that two would answer, and 
Stevens aud Dillon were named. 

The arbitrators have had the case under con- 
sideration for about two years. Nearly three 
thousand pages of testimony have been taken, 
and probably $100,000 has been spent for coun- 
sel fees, stenographers, and witnesses and ox- 
pert allowances. The announcement made by 
Stevens to Gov. Abbett shows that this time 
and labor and money have been expended for 
nothing, and that the State ia just as far away 
from her own as she was when Gov. Abbett 
called attention to the matter. Mr. Stevens 
Bays that he conla not convince liimself that 
the State should have less than $300,000. Ex- 
Judge Dillon, the railroad arbitrator, would not 
be persuaded that more than $137,000 should 
be allowed. The difference is s0 wide, and said 
to be on such radical pvintse, that there is no 
hope of the arbitrators agreeing. Suspicion is 
goneral that the railroad company’s insisting 
that there ahould be only two arbitratora was 
prompted by the design to secure a disagree- 
Ment and thus defer the settlement of the 
State’s claim. 

Gov. Abbett says that he will give the arbi- 
trators the rest of the week to reach an agree- 
ment. If they do not do so, he willsend a 
special message to the Legislature Monday niaht 
suggesting the ateps the State should take. 
These will probably take the form of a suit to 
recover the amount aue in the courts of the 
State and also of a proceeding to enabic the 
State to take possession of the road, under its 
charter, at cost. The Governor seems to be 
very much in earnest, and says that, if the 
Legislature does not dispose of the matter be- 
fore the Close of the session, he will call the 
House together again in extra session. 

A pending bill names the State Tax Assessors 
as Railroad Commissioners and adds $1,000 a 
year additional to their income. 





THE HAMBURG ACOIDENT. 


CONDUCTOR HOUGHTALING AND ENGI- 
NEER MOONEY CULPABLE. 


ALBANY, March 27.—Theo State Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners, consisting of William E. 
Rogers, Isaac V. Baker, Jr., and Michael Rick- 
ard, who have been investigating the accident 
on the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Rail- 
road, by which six lives were lost on Marcn 6, 
have submitted their report to the Legislature, 
After reciting the circum’tances of the ca- 
lamity the commission finds Conductor Hough- 
taling recklessly culpable for leaving Dunkirk 
without seeing that the air hose had been re- 
Placed on the rear cars and that the safety 
chains had been securely fastened, and for not 


notifying the sleeping-car conductor and the 
other employes of those déiiciencies 80 that 
they might be on the lookout. 

Engineer Mooney is charged with bad judg- 
ment in leaving the station after being told by 
the conductor that there were no air brakes on 
the tive rear cars. The buard finds the (owell 
coupler that gave way at Dunkirk and Ham- 
bure to have been defective in its consiruction, 
and it deprecates their further use. In conclu- 
sion the report says: 


“Great complaint has been made on account of 
the olticials of this railroad andof other railroad 
companies, in accidents, refusing all information 
to the preas. The board recognizes the reasons for 
the indisposition of a railroad company to have the 
facts and circumstances in detail of an accident 
hurriedly given to the press by newspaper report- 
ers before time has been had to carefully investi- 
gate, for the reason that mistakes are apt to be 
made, to the great renee of the rights of the 
company. On the other band, however, the board 
deems that a brief statement of the salient facts of 
the accident, giving the names ani the number of 
the killed and injured could, with propriety, ana 
should, be given by the railroad companies.” 





A COLUMBIA CLUBHOUSE, 


PLAN FOR A WELL-EQUIPPED GYMNA- 
SIUM FOR THE COLLEGE STUDENTS. 


The Columbdia Spectator, published by the 
students of Columbia College, reveals a plan 
for building a gymnasium for Columbia men 
contemplated by a Gymnasium Committee 
made up of Prof. Van Amringe, F. A. Schermer- 
horn, Prof. Goodwin, Prof. Ricketts, Prot. Rees, 
Nieholas Fish, G. G De Witt, Jr., and W. F. 
Morgan. 

Tt is prepoped to build within a few blocks of 
the College a large athletic building, one of the 
features of whieh will be a thoroughnly-equipped 
gymnasium, There will also be tennis courts, 
swimming baths, bowling alleys, billiard reom, 
reading rooms, restaurant, and lunch counter, 
making practically a clubhouse on the plan of 
the homes of the Manhattan and New-York 
Athletic Clubs. This idea of 4 club is intended 
to be carried out by admitting men outside the 
college to join the club, being entitied to the 
privileges of the golubhouse, but not be- 
ing allowed a voice in its management. 
It is thought that a mombership ean be secured 
which will enable the club to raise money on 
bonds and mortgages ina similar manner as 
money has been raised by athletic clubs. 

The students are evidently greatly pleased 
with the plan, and hope it will be earried out. 





A TRAMP PRINTER'S STORY. 
TRENTON, N. J., March 27.—August Hornff, a 
German tramp printer, aroused the railroad 
people at the Clinton-street station early Tues- 
day morning, telling them that a man had been 
drowned in the Assaupink Creek, which runs 
under the railroad a few yards below. A search 


was made at once, but no traces of the body 
were found. The man was taken inte custody 
and made the following statement: 

“George Koenig, 8 German, whom I met at 
the rooms of the German Ald Society in Phila- 
delphia, and myself started for New-York City 
last night, working our way on @ freight train. 
On the way we decided to get off at Trenton 

nd try and find work, but we did not know we 

at reached here until after the train 
started on again. I then jumped off and 
called for him to follow, bué by that time the 
car had reached the trestle bridge, and when 
he jumped he went into the water. I heard 
him cal twice, but could not see him in the 
dark.’

body was probably washed into the Delaware 
before daylight, as the creek ia high and run- 
ning rapidly. Hornff was detained for further 
examination.

Vassar Brothers Home for Aged Men does noc 
share in Wag renee etT estato and the appraisal 
is simple. The will gives to it five distinct leg- 
acies, amounting in all to $70,000, from which 
are to be dedueted certain annuities, the value 
of which is fixed at $19,439 41, leaving a net 
balauce of $50,560 59. 

Vassar Brothers Hospital by the will is given 
$242,000, from which au annuity whose present 
value is $9,635 is to be deducted, leaving $232,- 
365, to which is to be added one-third of the 
residue of the estate. 

John Guy Vassar Orphan Asylum by the will 
is given $181,000, to which one-third of the 
residue is to be added. 

Vassar College is giyen by the will $130,000 
and certain articles of nominal value, appraised 
at $10, waking $130,010, to which one-third of 
the residue is to be added, 

It remaivs to ascertain the residue, The in- 
ventory wag delayed till March 1, 1889, at 
which time the value was estimated at $2,135,- 
815 87. From this should be deducted 
$9,118 90 interest ana dividends due and 
collected after the death of the testator, and 
there snould be addea $17,950 95 for sums dis- 
bursed, &¢., making the estate at time of testa-

Judge Guernsey than takes up the question 
of liability, and concludes that the Home for 
Aged Men is exempt from taxation because it 
is legally a ““poorhouss” or “almshouse,” and 
as incorporated its object is purely charitable. 
The John Guy Vassar Orphan Asylum is also 
exempt for the same reason. Vassar Brothers 
Hospital is expressly exempted in its charter. 
Vassar College is also exempt by an amend- 
ment to its charter from taxation upou real and 
personal property “to the extent it is by its 
act of incurporation authorized to hold the 
same.” The act of incorporation provides 
that it may hold property ‘the yearly 
income or revenue of which sball not 
exceed $40,000.” The Supreme Court, in con- 
struing the will, decides that this does not ap- 
ply to the college buildings. and grounds, which 
yield no income, nor to the gery held in 
trust for special purposes, but only relates to 
and Jimits the amount of property it could hold 
as absolute and unconditional owner. The be- 

uests uader the will of John Guy Vassar form 
the only income-producing property coming 
within this limit, and as the net income from 
it will be less than the limitation it is all ex- 
empt from taxation. 

Judge Guernsey therefore concludes as to all 
these institutions that their property is exemps. 
and hence none of the eifts, legacies, an‘! be- 
quests to them are subject to the collateral in- 
heritance tax. 





FIVE YHARS FOR ME DAVIS. 
ROCHESTER’S DEFAULTING OITY TREAS- 
URER PLEADS GUILTY. 


RocHESTER, N. Y., March 27.—John A. Davis, 
the defaulting City Treasurer of Rochester, 
who embezzled $60,000 of the city’s money, 
pleaded guilty to the chargeof grand larceny 
in the firat degree this morning. 

When called upon to plead Mr. Davis ad- 
dressed the court, acknowledxing his crimeand 
stating that the punishment could not be as 
great as the disgrace and mortification of the 
crime was to him at that moment. He had 
been offered inducements tu go to a foreign 
country, but he thought the right course to 
pursue was to remain here and abide the result. 

Judge Adams, in pronouncing sentence, 
pointed out the enormity of the prisoner’s 
crime, but said the eourse he had purened in 
pleading guilty and the tone of his remarks 
showed that there was still manliness ieft in 
nis character.

FIRE IN THE JERSEY PIN&S, 


THOUSANDS OF ACRES BURNED OVER 
AND TOWNS THREATENED. i 


MAY’s LANDING, N. J., March 27.—The dasolate 
and heavily wooded section known asthe South 
Jersey Deer Pines is at present inhabited by | 
some 1,200 Italians, who are employed in put- 
ting through the new Reading seashore line of 
railroad to Cape May City. These “Dagoes” 
camp in the woods like gypsies. Citizens own- | 
land have several times been | 
alarmed by the timber fires atarting from fires 
carelessly built by these laborers and left to | 
spread to the dry underbrush and young timber. | 

Tuesday morning a number of the Italian | 
strikers gathered around one of these camp- 


posely kindled. The fires spread rapidly from 
the dry brush and leaves to the heavily-tim- 
bered pines just abeve Grassy Pond, one of the 


mostwensely-weoded regione of the Pines. The 
alarm immediately spread, and on Wedneaday 


set to work to fight the fires. For over three 
miles did these and other parties of men work 
ina vain endeavor to extinguish the flames 
which were rapidly destroying thousands of 
dollars’ worth of timber on every hand. Land- 
lord Daniel McClure of Doughty Tavern got 
together a force of hunters, and, after burning 
for an eighth of a mile around the hotel, pro- 
ceeded to ditch the fields in such a marner as 
— the flames from spreading to bis prop- 
erty. 

The losses py the fire will be Very creat. Over 
$20,000 worth of ties and railroad bridge ent 
timber bas been destroyed. Jacob Hiles, James 
Camp, Annie Setell, Thomas Campbell, John 
McKeag, Daniel McClure, Jonathan D. Smith, 
Edward R. Wood, and several others own the 
standing timber land burned over, and the 
smallestloss is estimatedart $1,200, This morn- 
ing the fire was cot under control as South Kiver 
was reached and several creeks on the west, 
which checked its progress. 

The citizens living on the bordera of the 
Pines are very much in fear that the careleas- 
ness of these Italian railroaders will burn some 
of the small towns which are not provided with 
proper fire apparatus, like Weywouth, Estell- 
ville, Tuckahoe, and Richland, and even this city 
stands in great dancer. The sky is overcast to- 
day with dense clouds of smoke from the fire, 
which bas burned over five square miles, and 
in some sections is still burning. Never since 
the great fires of 1836, when 40,000 acres of 
South Jersey timber was burned over, has there 
been such a destructive fire. D. W. Worstall, 
De Mott Shaw, Jobn Pike, and Calvin M. Manks 
lost $2,000 each in timberland near Millville 
Wednesday and Thursday. The meadows are 
burning ina dozen different sections to-night, 
lighting up the sky in every direction. 





POVERTY CAUSED BY FLOODS, 


GREAT DISTRESS AMONG THE WAGE 
WORKERS AT NEWPORT, KY. 


NeEwronrt, Ky., March 27.—No place along the 
entire length of the Ohio River has felt the 
effects of the present flood and that of two 
weeks ago more than this city. Every indus- 
try of any importance is shut down and has 
been for ten days, causing great distress 
among the wage workers. The city has or- 
ganized a relief corps, which patrols the flooded 
districts regularly, supplying food, clothing, 
and medicine. 

To-day in two rooms in a house surrounded 
by seven feet of water, a widow named Mc- 
Donald was found without a bit to eat in the 
honse. In one room was the dead mother. In 
another her eldest son is dying with consump- 
tien, and the only other child is dangerously 
sluk with fever. 

To-day a strange funeral moved through the 
streets of the western part of town. The pro- 
cession was made up of some twenty akitts. In 
afrontone was the remains of Mrs. Caroline 
Nabor of E)m-street on the way tothe Lutheran 
Cemetery. 

Up in the big Court House forty houseless 
families are encamped. Scores of children 
careless of the ruin about them play about tne 
Judge’s seat and around the prisoner’s box, 
In the pay room a coliection of pigs, geese, and 
chickens and ducks saved from the floed are 
domiciled, 

All. the cooking contrivances of the jail 
acrossthe area are taxed to their utmost pre- 
paring food for the homeless. For hours to- 
night aflood of rain has fallen and gloom has 
captured the city.

FOUR LARGE PLANTS IN THIS STATE 
WILL LIKELY CHANGE HANDS. 


WATERTOWN, N. Y., March 27.—Measrs, Betram 
of Edinburgh, Scotland, and Wegelin, Mareh, 
and Young of London, England, représenta- 
tives of the great Engiish paper will syndicate, 
are in Watertown making an investigation of 
the plant and business of the Remington Paper 
Company, which has extensive paper and pulp 
mills in this city. 

If the reports of these experts is favorable, 
this and three other plants will become the 
property of the syndicate within a few months, 
The concerns involved in the transaction are 
the Remington bay a Company of this eity, 
the Hudson River buip and Paper Company of 
Palmer’s Falls, the Glens Falis Paper Manu- 
facturing Company, and the Roohester Paper 
Company.

A new counterfeit ten-dollar note has made 
ita appearance in Cincilnati and St. Louis and 
may be looked for bere at anytime. It is on 
the Germania National Bank of New-Orleans, 
La., of the series of 1882, brown back, check 
letter C, signed W. 8. Rusecrans, Register of the 
Treasury, and C. N. Jordan, Treasurer of the 
United States. The paper is without the dis- 
tributed fibre or parallel silk thread of the gen- 
uine. The color of the Treasury numbers is 
poor and the figures a trifle larger than those 


on the genuine bill, The vignettes are coarse 
and poorly executed. The back of the note, 
however, is well executed. though the color is 
a shade paler than that of the genuine. 

Chief Brooks of the Secret Service Agency in 
this city said yesterday that hoe had secured one 
of the notes and forwarded it to Washington, 
The note is a reprodnection of a counterfeit on 
the Third National Bank of Cincinnati issued 
about nine years ago, the only change on the 
plate being the change of names and numbers.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
jor to-day, in this city, rain, stationary tem- 
perature. 


The report that the Pan-American Con- 
gress has decided to report a recommenda- 
tion of reciprocity treaties between the 


various countries represented and the 
United States will be received with gratifi- 
cation by all who understand the very 
great possibilities in this direction. It is 
true, as pointed out by some of the South 
American delegates, notably by Mr. SAENZ 
Perna of the Argentine Republic, that there 
are very great difficulties in the way of 
reciprocity on account of our obstructive 
tariff. But whether it is possible or not for 
these difficulties to be removed, it is obvi- 
ously in the interest of ali the countries 
concerned.that an attempt sheuld be made 
to remove them. As stated in eur Wash- 
ington dispatches this morning, Mr. BLAINE 
has requested two American delegates—Mr. 
CHARLES R. FLINT of this city and Mr. Coor- 
1IDGE of Massachusetts—to study trade with 
the various countries and submit data on 
which propositions for reciprecity can be 
based. These gentlemen are extremely 
well fitted for the task. Even if they do 
not succeed in finding a practicable basis 
for negotiation, they will be able to show 
what are the obstacles, and this of itself 
will be no small gain. 








The Assembly yesterday passed both the 
bill.for a bridge over the Hudson River 
and that for a bridge over the East River 
by way of Blackwell’s Island. There seems 
t> be little doubt that the promoters of the 
former are seeking to obtain a charter for 
speculative purposes. A bridge over the 
Hudson River at this point is a desirable 
thing if provided for in the proper way, 
but the scheme which Judge GREENE of 
Orange County has been working for the 
last two yearsis a merejob. The provisions 
of his bill have little regard for anything 
but the speculative value of a legislative 
charter. It ought to be ventilated if it 
ever comes up in the Senate. If provision 
is to be made for a great bridge over the 
Hudson, it should have its inception in the 
daylight and be dealt with as a public 
undertaking of weight and moment. The 
Blackwell’s Island bridge scheme is in the 
sole interest of the Long Island Railroad 
Company, which is seeking @ connection 
with the tracks which leave the Grand 
Central Station. Last year it was vigor- 
ously opposed by property ownets on this 
side of the river, but they have not made 
themselves heard at the present session. 

Analysis of the more obscure paragraphs 
in the McKinley Tariff bill seems to disclose 
even unexpected riches. The American 


Wool Reporter speaks of a “seductive in- 
crease of duties” on woolen goods, and 
expressses a “fear” that ‘“‘few dress goods 
manufacturers can withstand the tempting 
bait contained” in the schedule relating to 
such goods. It shows, for example, that 
the duty on all-wool dress goeds has been 
raised from 9 cents a square yard and 40 
per cent. ad valorem to 15 cents a square 
yard and 50 per cent. In a letter from a 
correspondent of the Reporter, whose sig- 
nature is ‘ Proteotionist,” is published a 
comparative statement of the duties on 
woolen, worsted, and mohair yarns, as fixed 
in the present law and the new McKinley 
bill, respectively. This shows that by the 
new bill the daty on such yarns costing less 
than 30 cents a pound is raised from 68 to 
182 per cent., while that upon yarns cost- 
ing less than 40 cents and not less than 30 
cents is raised from 65 to 146 per cent., 
and yarns costing less than 80 cents 
and not less than 60 will be taxed 92 per 
cent. instead of 65 per cent. The corre- 
spondent points out that even the rate of 
92 per cent. would be prohibitory, and that 
the proposed duty of 146 per cent. would 
raise to 97 cents a pound the duty-paid cost 
of yarn costing originally only 391 cents, 
although such yarn is made in this country 
now for less than 70 cents. 


If the report be true that a prominent 
member of the Ways and Means Committee 
has declared that the opposition to the duty 
on hides was “trumped up” by the news- 
papers, it is plain not only that the gentle- 
inan lives in a “ fool’s paradise,” but that 
that abode is eminently appropriate to its 
occupant. All the newspapers in the coun- 
try could not, if they tried, arouse one-tenth 
part of the feeling that has been shown on 
this question unless that feeling were sus- 
tained by the actual experience and knowl- 
edge of those who have manifested it. All 
that the newspapers have done, or could do, 
in this case is to afford the means of giving 
expression to the sentiment existing. The 
sooner the Republican managers get into 
their heads a realizing sense of this simple 
fact the better it will be for them. : 
We remark with interest that the Cincin- 
nati Commercial Gazette is opposed to ballot 
reform, at least to the Australian system. 
It remarks that the official ballot ‘‘means 
job work, achance for fraud, and a cer- 
tainty of dissatisfaction,” and that the 
official inspectors ‘‘ would often be ring- 
sters and experts in fixing tickets.” These 
objections, if not intrinsically weighty, 
derive weight from theirsource. The Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Gazetie had something 
to say last Autumn about a new bal- 
lot box which was recommended as a 
remedy for certain electoral evils. In con- 
sequence of these remarks the then Goy- 
ernor of Ohio has retired, apparently for- 
ever, to private lite, whither the editor of 
the Commercial Gazeite would gladly have 
followed him if that editor were not quite 
the most irrepressible of living men. Mean- 
while, he has derived from his experience 
the certainty that anything he may have 
to say upon the subject of ballot reform 
hereafter will be greeted with prompt and 
general, albeit hilarious and disrespectful, 
interest. 


THE MODIFIED RAPID-TRANSIT 
BILL. 


The Railroad Committee of the State 
Senate has at last come to the point of 
action on the question of rapid transit. It 
has decided to report adversely the Ives 
bill and favorably that introduced by 
Mr. Fassett; but the latter has undergone 
material modification, which, however, 
chiefly affects the manner of censtituting 
the Rapid-Transit Commission. It now 
provides for a State commission of eight 
members, equally divided between the two 
political parties, who shall be appointed 
by the Governor, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, and who shall exercise 
their functions in all cities of the State 
containing 100,000 inhabitants or more. 
The Mayor of each city is to be ex officio 
an additional member of the commission in 
the consideration of any rapid-transit 
project for the city of which he is the 
chief magistrate. 

Whatever there may be in the reports 
about an understanding between the Gov- 
ernor and the promoters of the Fassett bill, 
it is obvious that the changes proposed are 
caloulated to avoid the well-known objec- 
tiens of Gov. Hitt to the original measure. 
He had virtually declared his opposition to 
naming the Commissioners in a bill that 
was to aftect this city alone, on the ground 
that it would be a violation of the princi- 
ple of local self-government. But in its 
amended form the bill is general in the 
strictest sense, applying te all cities in 
the State which are in any possible 
need of rapid transit. This is in itself little 
more than an evasion, as the real purpose 
is to secure rapid transit in this city, and 
there is little likelihood that the commis- 
sion will be called upon to do anything else- 
where. It is not to act upon its own 
motion, but at the request of the Mayor 
or of 500 freeholders in the city desiring 
provision for rapid transit to be made. 
But in form the measure is of general ap- 
plication, and the commission is made a 
State board, to be appointed and confirmed 
in the regular way by the Governor and 
Senate. Moreover, local rights are to be 
recognized in making the Muyor ex officio 
a member of the commission for each city 
concerned. 

The report in regard to the understanding 
with the Governor assumes that it extends 
even to the naming of the Commissioners, 
so that it will be agreed in advance of the 
passage of the bill, if it is not agreed al- 
ready, who are to be appointed and con- 
firmed. There seems also to be a supposi- 
tion that Mayor GRANT and his Tammany 
supporters have withdrawn their opposition 
to the Fassett bill in consideration of the 
changes mado init. If all this is true, there 
seems to be no obstacle to the passage of a 
law under which this city may obtain 
rapid transit without further unnecessary 
delay. The idea that the result should have 
to be obtained through an understanding 
among politicians of the two parties is in 
itself offensive, but if the understanding 
affects only the rapid-transit question it is 
better to secure the result in this way than 











not atallL The situation is unfavorable to 


ane enreeeneeeneeneennennnr— 


getting anything done in a way that would 
commend itself to a high sense of public 
propriety. The city is dominated by Tam- 
many politics, the Legislature by Repub- 
lican politics, and the Governor by Hill 
politics, and all the various breeds of poli- 
ticians distrust each other, and with good 
reason, If they consent to give the city 
rapid transit on the simple condition that 
none of them shall be left in a position to 
derive political advantage from it or make 
a job out of it the people may well be 
satistied. 

The time has certainly gone by when the 
people of this city would be willing to 
leave the appointment of Rapid-Transit 
Commissioners to Mayor Grant. The Gov- 
ernor will not consent to their being named 
by the Legislature, and the Senate would 
not accept the Governors own selections, 
In the actual situation, if the politicians 
can agree upon a board worthy of the con- 
fidence of the people, that method of get- 
ting the problem solved must be accepted 
as the best attainable. If there were to 
be four Platt Republicans and four 
Hill Democrats, with Mayor GRANT 
as a balance of power, the case 
would be bad; but if the  politi- 
cians are merely aiming to give New-York 
rapid transit under conditions which will 
prevent any one set from getting an ad- 
vantage at the expense of another the 
plan can be safely supported. It is desira- 
ble, however, that the public should not be 
reguired to pay for this agreement here- 
after in the fruits of any far-reaching po- 
litical deal. It is denied that Tammany’s 
consent is obtained by any promise of “‘ let- 
ting up” on the municipal investigation, 
and that certainly should not be stifled 
even for the sake of rapid transit. 

So far as there is supposed to be any play- 
ing into each other’s hands between PLATT 
and Hix with reference to future political 
events, the people of the State may as 
well be left to take careof the consequences 
of that. We do not believe that the polit- 
ical parties of New-York will long consent 
to be used by a couple of scheming ‘‘ bosses” 
to carry out their bargains for mutual prof- 
it or advantage. They may call a truce 
now and agree upon a Rapid-Transit Com- 
mission for the sake of getting a bill 
through the Legislature which will keep 
the great project out of Tammany control 
without giving it over to the control of any 
other political power, and they may have 
in view ulterior combinations in State or 
National politics, as is suspected by some, 
but we can afford to get rapid transit on 
these terms and take care of political 
schemes when they come up. So far as now 
appears, the amended Fassett bill is one 
that the friends of rapid transit should ac- 
cept, though it wonld be more satisfactory 

to have the names of the Commissioners 
presented in the bill, where their merits 
could be considered before it became a law. 
THE KISING OF THE MANUFACT- 
ORERS. 

When some weeks ago the doughty Major 
McKINLEY took the Republican members 
of the Ways and Means Committee down 
into the crypt of the Capitol to make up a 
tariff bill that should serve the chief end of 
all tafiff bills, viz., to glorify the Repub- 
lican Party and magnify its campaign fund, 
he had a profound and cheerful contempt 
for the ‘‘ free traders in disguise” who were 
bothering him about raw materials. He 
had listened to the cogent and conservative 
statement of Mr. BENNET, who presented 
the petition of a large number of woolen 
manufacturers for the repeal, or at least the 
reduction, of the duty on woolens; he had 
listened to the hot protest of the silk man- 
ufacturers against a duty on raw silk; he 
had heard Mr. RITCHIE promise to set up ex- 
tensive nickel works in Ohio if the duty 
were taken off nickel and copper ores; he 
had received the arguments of the Massa- 
chusetts iron and steel men for free iron 
ore and coal and coke and reduced duty on 
pig iron and on scrap steel and iron; he had 
had before him the representatives of the 
great canning interests opposing any great- 
er duty on tin plates, and offering to give 
up the duty on canned goods if the actual 
tin plate duty could be removed. All these 
men spoke for American manufactures and 
American labor. Not aman of them asked 
to have any one else taxed for his benefit. 
They all prayed simply in the good old 
American spirit of independence for a fair 
field, an open fight, and no favor. But Mr. 
McKINLEY and his immediate followers, 
thrusting their tongues in their respective 
cheeks, dismissed all these prayers and the 
men who offered them with scorn. They, 
like the immortal Widow BUTLER, “knew 
what they wanted,” and went vigorously 
to work to get it. 

They concocted, in the greatest secrecy, a 
bill that increased the duties on wool, put 
a duty on raw silk, left prohibitory duties 
on nickel and copper, doubled the duties 
on tin plates, left iron and steel and coke 
and coal as they were before, and with 
gratuitous folly actually put a duty on 
hides ef from 11 per cent. to 35 per cent. 
Among other things, unfortunately, they 
made up a schedule on stgar, which they 
thought it wise to disclose to some of the 
faithful on the Pacific coast, and sent the 
whole bill to San Francisco, whence, as 
rapidly as the telegraph wires could bring 
it, it was transmitted to the East. We say 
unfortunately, for it would have been 
much better for the country if the storm 
that straightway burst over the heads of 
the fatuous majority of the Ways and Means 
Committee could have been reserved until 
the bill had been duly reported to the 
House, and the Republican majority 
in that body could have been fonced 
to feel its effects and to deal 
with them. As it was, when the 
undaunted and complacent McKINLEy led 
his little band of committeemen back into 
the upper air, and they learned how their 
wretched work had been received by the 
public, they quailed. For the first timein the 
history of the tremendous humbug known 
as protection to American industry, they 
were compelled to acknowledge that there 
were manufacturers in the country other 
than those who subscribe to the Republic- 
an military chest, and that it was no longer 
left to a little clique of politicians in places 
of trust which thoy had betrayed to decide 
to suit thomselves who should be enriched 











and who impoverished by their jeagling 








with the tariff. Under the blows rained 
upon them from every quarter of the United 
States these amazed tricksters were com- 
pelled to make three important concessions, 
They put hides back on the free list, they 
abandoned the outrageous duty on raw 
silk, and they announced officially that 
they would reopen the question of the 
schedule of duties on wools. 

We doubt if they understand even yet 
the significance of their action. Itis quite 
likely that they still imagine that they 
have it in their power to do what they 
will with fiscal legislation affecting the in- 
terests and even the very living of scores 
of thousands of their felléw-citizens. But 
the cold fact is, that they have surren- 
dered to a revolt in their own ranks, which 
will not be stilled by the concessions that 
have been secured. ‘they have been com- 
pelled to recognize the principle of free 
raw materials, and to recognize it on 
the demand of Republican protection- 
ists. When Louis XVI. appeared at his 
palace window with a liberty cap on his 
doomed head, he thought that he was 
merely yielding, with admirable finesse, 
temporarily to the demand of a crowd that 
would soon be dispersed. But on the head 
thus crowned descended in due time the 
blade of the guillotine, and from the mo- 
ment that he consented to do that which 
he did not wish to do, the divinity that 
did hedge about his royalty disappeared 
forever. The principle of arbitrary favorit- 
ism in fiscal legislation is not less surely 
and fatally attacked by the recent action 
of the majority of the Ways and Means 
Committee. There is as wide a gulf be- 
tween the position of the Republican lead- 
ers to-day and that they occupied even five 
years ago, when they dispensed the favors 
of the tariff on their own terms, as there 
was between the position of Louis 
XIV., with his haughty ‘The State, it 
is I,” and that of the weak Louis XVI., 
who passed by the way of momentary 
yielding to the tumbril and the axe. 
The right which the leather men and the 
silk men have asserted and established to 
freedom from taxation on their raw mate- 
rialsisone that will be claimed and secured 
by constantly wider classes, and it is abso- 
lutely fatal to the protectionist principle. 
In good time it will be true of the policy of 
substantial freedom of industry as THIERS 
declared of the republic eighty years after 


the fall of Louis, ‘‘ It is the best because it 


is the only one possible.” 








TAMMANY AND HILL. 

The resignation of FLacK gives the Gov- 
ernor of New-York the opportunity of ar- 
ranging @ little “deal,” and such an oppor- 
tunity isalways welcome to him. Achance 
to put “ pressure,” either upon his enemies 
or upon his allies, is for the Governor a 
chance not to be missed. His political skill 
consists in the creation and multiplication 
of such chances, and the chance to appoint 
an officer so important as the Sheriff of 
New-York does not occur to his Excellency 
every day. 

Nevertheless it would have been better 
for the Governor if FLack had been a de- 
cent person, both in official and in private 
life, and had not created such a scandal 
that it was absolutely necessary to put him 
out of office. It is not only the domestic 
and litigious irregularities of the Sheriff 
that have brought him to this pass. At 
least they would not have reflected any 
discredit upon the Governor or upon Tam- 
many Hall as a body of the Governors 
faithful supporters. FLACK has _ been 
an uncommonly black sheep in _ his 
private capacity, and has debauched 
the courts in his efforts to rid him- 
self of ties that had become irksome to 
him for the purpose of forming ties more 
attractive. But such a black sheep may 
appear in any flock of politicians, or of men 
in any calling, without discrediting the 
calling. All that is required of a man’s as- 
sociates in such a case is that they shall 
disavow his action and cease to be his asso- 
ciates. This the Tammany Hall politicians 
did with relation to Frack. Suspicion has 
been cast upon their sincerity, but there is 
really no ground for this suspicion. The 
moral tone of ‘Tammany is derived from 
the Irish Catholics, who have always 
been its mainstay. This moral tone 
is in some respects deplorably low, 
as when the question is of robbing the 
public Treasury or shooting unpopular land- 
lords. But with regard to such offenses as 
those of which FLAck has been.accused and 
convicted the code of the Irish Catholics is 
very strict, perhaps more strict than that of 
their Protestant neighbors, who may be 
much better citizens in other respects. A 
man who has perverted justice in order to 
get a divorce to which he was not entitled 
is likely to incur from the Irish Americans, 
in Tammany or elsewhere, all the disrespect 
he deserves, and it is not fair to describe 
the proceedings of FLAcK iu his divorce 
case as representative or symptomatic of 
the moral condition of Tammany Hall. 

It is upon these proceedings that FLACK 
has been forced. to resign his office and to 
give the Governor the opportunity of nam- 
ing his successor, but itis his official pro- 
ceedings in the Sheriff’s effice that are more 
properly a matter of public concern, and 
these are entirely representative of the 
spirit and purpose of Tammany Hall. 
Moreover, they inculpate not only FLACK, 
but FLAcK’s predecessor, who is now the 
Mayor of this city. The presentment of 
the Grand Jury amounts to this, that the 
“‘system” of the Sherifi’s office, as it "was 
operated both by GRANT and by FLACK, is 
a series of devices for gettiug out of the 
pockets of suitors and into the pockets of 
the Sheriffand his deputies moneys to which 
these officials arein no way entitled, but 
which they are not liable to criminal prose- 
cution for taking. The great emoluments 
of every Sheriff since thé system went into 
operation, and the Grand Jury says that 
it has been in operation for twenty years, 
have been largely unlawful and cor- 
rupt, and have been unjustly obtained from 
the taxpayers or from litigants. That is 
what the Grand Jury says and proves, and 
that is what makes 1t so unpleasant, not 
only for FLACK, whom Tammany would be 
glad enough to send out into the wilderness 
asa scapegoat, but for Tammany in gen- 
eral, and for the Tammany Mayor and the 
Tammany Gevernor in particular. 

For it is plain that Mr. Hitt is a Tam- 
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many Governor, not merely because his sup- 
port in this city is almost exclusively a Tam- 
many support, but because he represents the 
spirit of Tammany. The strength of Tam- 
many is the mass of ignorant and corrupt 
voters, whose possession of the suffrage is a 
public danger, and whocannot be alienated 
by any proof of the rascality of its leaders, 
as these leaders, from TWEED’s time down, 
have been fond of boasting. What the 
Tammany vote is to these local leaders that 
is to the Governor the “ Hill vote” through- 
out the State. He caters carefully and ex- 
clusively to the ignorant and corrupt and 
conscienceless voters, supports any meas- 
ure, no matter how outrageous, which 
he believes them to favor, and opposes 
any measure, no matter how useful or nec- 
essary, that he believes that they dislike. 
Doubtless this ignorant and corrupt vote is 
@® great source of strength in the Demo- 
cratic Party in this State, but we do not 
believe it to represent a majority of that 
party. What is needed to defeat it within 
the Democratic Party is that it shall be 
ascertained and exposed. The investiga- 
tion of the Sheriff’s office has made a 
thorough exposure of the politicians who 
are the Governor’s chief supporters and 
confidential agents here in New-York. The 
showing cannot fail to have throughout the 
State an effect very beneticial to the Dem- 
ocratic Party, by opening the eyes of the 
honest voters of that party to the charac- 
ter of the special supporters of Gov. HILt, 
and proportionately damaging to the Tam- 
many Governor himself. 








RUSSIA AND PUBLIC OPINION. 

The ninth anniversary of the assassina- 
tion of the Czar was celebrated in this city 
last week by the Russian-American Na- 
tional League. It is very significant that 
the violent and horrible death of a man 
who was not personally inhuman or ill- 
disposed should be regarded as so much a 
matter of rejoicing by other men who are 
themselves presumably not inhumane that 
they should assemble nine years afterward 
in a city removed from the scene of the 
murder by thousands of miles to exchange 
congratulations upon it. The proceedings 
of the meeting showed that the lapse of 
time had done nothing toward abating the 
passions of those who took partin it. The 
speeches were violent, and one of the dis- 
patches received expressed a wish “ to send 
ALEXANDER II, to join his father.” 


It is probable that the recent outrages in 
Siberia are in part responsible for this 
recrudescence of a hatred so bitter and so 
lasting. Whoever considers Russian Ni- 
hilism must own that it is a very different 
thing from the Anarchism or the “ progress- 
ive Socialism” of any other country in Eu- 
rope. It it not the expression of a merely 
political discontent or of a merely political 
ambition, nor is it in great part the result 
of the hardships and privations which form 
part of the common lot in all countries. It 
is really the “instinct of expansion” that 
the Russian Government denies and re- 
presses. To us the political constitution of 
Germany seems an anachronism in a nation 
in other than political respects so advanced 
and so enlightened. Itis an anachronism, 
though it may be in part explained and ex- 
cused by the vulnerability of Germany, as 
@ great power, and the necessity of main- 
taining the nation as a camp. But it 
is merely political in its objects and in its 
operations. In Russia, on the other hand, 
the Government is by no means se much of an 
anachronism, for Russia is in all respects a 
very backward country, and its form of 
government might be endured by the Rus- 
sian people in the present stage of their 
evolution but for the enlightenment that 
reaches them from without. This enlight- 
enment it is and must be the aim of the 
Czar’s Government to exclude, and the re- 
sult is that not enly in matters properly 
political but in every department of life 
the Government is repressive and obstruct- 
ive. A German of any intellectual origi- 
nality and ambition does not find the Gov- 
ernment at all in his way. ‘The right to 
utter and to argue freely,” as MILTON has 
it, belongs to him as completely as to the 
citizen of any other country. Itis only in 
the field of politics that he finds himself at 
all hampered or obstructed. A Russian who 
has any intellectual life of his own finds 
himself thwarted at every turn by the au- 
thorities. He cannot speak or write except 
what will pass an official censorship, and 
this official censorship is necessarily dull 
and brutal. An official censor will pro- 
hibit whatever he does not understand 
upon the ground that there may be mis- 
chief in it, and, in case of doubt, he leans to 
suppression as the safer side. Many works 
that have been produced during the past 
quarter of a century that beteken the 
awakening of the Russian mind, and that 
alone give notice to foreigners that there 
is any intellectual life in the ceuntry, 
are either forbidden by the censorship, or 
at least “‘suspect.” The bureaucracy, a 
scandalously corrupt as well as a very 
stupid bureaucracy, undertakes to prevent 
the Russian public from finding out what 
Russians are thinking, if they are think- 
ing of anything that either contravenes or 
transcends the official routine, while the 
agents of the bureaucracy stand guard at 
the frontiers in order to see that Russians 
do not learn what the world outside is 
thinking. 

These cruel and tyrannical persecutions 
have been so successful heretofure that 
there has not been in Russia what in hap- 
pier countries is known as “ the public” at 
all. There has been no such free communi- 
cation as is required for the formation of a 
public opinion. Obviously there can be 
but a temporary and provisional arrange- 
ment. Nations do not stand still, and a 
nation in which thought is denied every 
outlet of expression must either break its 
trammels or it must revert to the barbarism 
from which Russia has only recently and 
only partially emerged. Either opinion 
must be stifled altogether or it must impose 
itself upon the Government and make itself 
respected. 

Of course, this latter contingency is that 
which must sooner or later arrive in Russia, 
and there is a very striking sign of its ar- 
rival in the apologetic explanation put for- 
ward by the Government of the recent 
outrages in Siberian prisons. Such an offi- 
cial outgiving is, we believe, nnprecedent- 





ed. That the explanation is insolent and in- 
credible does not matter. The potut is that 
it has been made; that the Government 
has found itself forced to respect the opinion 
of Europe, if not of Russia, upon a question 
which is domestic and not international. 
This is a fact far more encouraging for the 
causes of Russian progress than would be 
another horrible murder of a Czar. It 
shows a concern for public opinion, which 
must continue and increase until public 
epinion is recognized as a factor in the con- 
duct of the Government. After that it is 
but a question of time when it shall become 
the controlling factor and when the agents 
of a Government nominally despotic must 
consider what effect their actions will have 
upon the mindsof Russians. Such a des- 
potism is more tolerable than “a despotism 
tempered by assassination,” for it is in 
course of amelioration. It provides a 
safe outlet for public indignation, which 
has heretofore been so suppressed that the 
machine of the Russian Government has 
resembled a steam engine charged to 
the bursting point, with the Czar sitting on 
the safety valve.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

That Verdi’s “Il Trovatore,” even with 80 
strong an attraction init as Signor Tamagno, 
is not so potent toconjure the public as any- 
thing in which Mme. Patti figures was abun- 
dantly demonstrated at the Metropolitan 
Opera House last evening. The house was a 
good one, but it was by no means so large ag 
that which greeted the queen of song on the 
Previous evening. But though the audience 
was not so strong in numbers, it was three 
times as warm in enthusiasm. The perform- 
ance fully deserved the applause which it re- 
ceived, for it was admirable in most respects. 

Speeial interest was added to the occasion by 
the reappearance here of Mme. Lillian Nordica, 
who, as an American singer, deserves thse 
kindly consideration of a New-York audience. 
The improvement in this artist since she was 
last here is very marked. Her voice has gained 
largely in volume and ricnness. It is still a 
trifle hard at times, but it is an excellent organ 


The lady’s style has acquired freedom ana dash 
since she was here before, and occasionally last 
bight she showed real dramatic force. She was 
very heartily applauded and loaded with 
flowers. 

Of course the star of the evening was Signor 
Tamagno, who was expected to ex bibit to the full 
the power and volume of his enormous voice and 
to sow higa notes, including the C, broadcast. 
In the first act of the opera Signor Tamazno’s 
voice was uncommonly nasal, but this unpleas- 
ant quality was less obtrusive lateron. In the 
second scene, in the duo with Azucena, he sang, 
declaimed, and acted admirably. His reading 
of the letter was In itself suflicient to stamp him 
a8 an operatic actor of uncommon intellizence. 
He sang “Ah, 81 ben mio” with rare expres- 
sion, and received enthusiastic applause for it. 
But, of course, the audience reserved its wildest 
feeling for his “Di quella pira.” ‘The familiar 
outburst of filial agony was declaimed with in- 
tense power, and the high C was pealed forth 
and sustained in a manner that was startling. 
The house burst into cheers, and refused to let 
the tenor finish the number. He waa obliged 
to ——— it, and then he finished the act with 
another C which rang out above the chorus and 
orchestra, and which he carried off the stage 
with him. 

Mme. Fabbri was a superd Azucena. She 
overacted the part a little at times, buton the 
whole she gave the part with splendid dra- 
matic force, singing thé music with fine effect. 
Her performance was, on the whole, one of the 
best that have been heard since Annie Louise 
Cary’s. 

Signor Del Puente was heara once more in 
his familiar réle of Ii Conte di Luna, whieh be 
sang delightfully. His “Il balen” was given 
with most artistic finish, and thoroughly de- 
served the repetition which was imperatively 
demanded. Signor de Vaschetti was a compe- 
tent Ferrando. The chorus deserves decided 
| ory for its admirable precision and its abun- 

ant tonal power. Signor Sapio eonducted in a 
thoroughly satisfactory manner. 

The programme for next week has been 
altered. On Monday evening “William Tell” 
will be given, with Signor Tamagno as Arnoldo, 
aud on Tuesday evening he and Mme. Nordica 
will appear in “ Aida.” .

THE GRANT MEMORIAL. 


There is likely to be a very important change 

in the management of the affairs of the Grant 
Memorial Association at its Executive Commit- 
tee’s meeting next Monday. It has been decid- 
ed, as has been expected and intimated by tke 
members of the committees, that neither of the 
plans fer the memorial which were awarded 
prizes will be adopted as practicable, nor will 
any of them be used as a source of suggestions 
for the design which is finally odopted. 
Adolph L, Sanger said yesterday that the 
committee would deolde to send out letters to 
six or a dozen artists and architects in this 
country, and perhaps in England, France, and 
Germany, requesting them to prepare pen and 
ink sketches of what they believed a memorial 
such as was desired should be. They would be 
informed of ali the circumstances of the pro- 
posed erection of the memorial, of the desire 
expressed by the contributors to the fund shas 
it shouid be unique in every particular and 
thoroughly worthy of the man whose memorial 
it was to be. “Of course,” said Mr. Sanger, 
“ the gentlemen whe shall be picked out by the 
committee as the most famous in their profes- 
sions will be paid for their trouble. We shall 
put the matter to them in about this way: *‘ We 
are desirous of spending $500,000 for a memo- 
rial. You are reques to send your sugges- 
tions to us, our only provision being that such 
designs as you may propose may be furnished 
to "—o @ moderate price. 

“When theso sketches are received we shall 
eonsider them carefully and reserve the right 
either to give them to the designer for an elab- 
oration as to detall, or we may employ some 
one else to do this work of arcnitectural plan- 
ning. It willbe in nosense a competition; it 
will simply be a response to a request from us 
for designs from men of acknowledced ability. 
Upon arriving ata decision as to the general 
scheme of the memorial the committee will, I 
think, start right outand begin building. The 
people like to see something tangible, and when 
the memorial is begun it will be not long befere 
the contributions will be coming in. Among 
the gentlemen who will be requested to send 
these sketches will be, { think, Hartel & Berkel- 
man of Leipsie, who won the third prize, and 
H. A. Griebel of South Kensington, London, 
who won the fifth prize, in the recent compe- 
tition.” 





OURRENT FOREIGN TOPIOS. 


Lonpox, March 27.—There has been a re- 
newal of the disorders at the Stu Petersburg 
University. On Monday and yesterday there 
were riotous demonstrations by the students, 
which were suppressed by the police. There 
has also been further rioting at the Charkoif 
and Kazan Universities. No particulars of the 
disturbances have been received. 

The shareholders of the Cunard Steamship 
Company held a mesting to-day and approved 
the dividend of 6 per cent. declareu by the com- 
pany. Last year the company paid a dividend 
ot 4 per cent. 

BERLIN, March 27.—The National Zeitung 
draws attention to the great importance of the 
fact that the Prince of Wales was the first 
princely personage whom the Emperor con- 
sul on the ebange in the Chancellorship. 
The Zeitung asserts that the Emperor im- 
pressed upon the Prinee of Wales his intention 
to continue the peaceful policy of the Dreiband 
and to toster the closest reiations with Eng- 
land. 

LIVERPOOL, March 27.—A delegation of the 
striking dock laborers called upon the employ- 
ers to-day and demanded the discharge of the 
mev who have been brought to Liverpool to til) 
the places of strikers. The employers declined 
to accede to the demand, and the negotiations 
for a settlement of the strike based upon Mr. 
Davitt’s recommendations have been ruptured. 

Paris, March 27.—Adviees from the west 
coast of Afrioa state that fighting has occurred 
at Kotonou, in Dahomey, on the coast of the 
Bight of Benin, between the French foress and 
their native allies. Three mon were Killed and 
twelve wounded. 

Rio JANEIRO, Mareh 27.—The garrison of 
this city recently became disaffected and was 
ordered to the south. The troops refused to go 
and the Government canceled the order. There 
is much discontent throughout the city. 

Rome, Mareh 27.—The Communal Council of 
this city, having failed to agree with the Gov- 
ernment ou the regulation of tne finances, has 
decided to resign.

THE GREAT INOREASH IN 
EXPENSES THIS YAR, 

WHAT HAS BEEN DONE UNDER THE 
NEW CITY CHARTER BY THE RING- 
STERS—FEENEY AND CLEVELAND. 


The Jersey City Journal, which is under 
Many obligations to Mayor Orestes Cleveland, 
ventured to remark on Tuesday that while 
some of the Mayor’s appointments had been 
good, othera had been pretty bad, andj it gave 
this case in point: ‘‘His Police Commission 
to-day is composed of three men—one a good 
appointment, the others weak and not what they 
should be.” Inasmuch ' as one of the editors of 
the Journai—Mr. C. H. Benson—is one of the 
three Police Commisstoners, it is fair to sup- 
pose that he is the ‘‘ truly good” one, while the 
others—Feeney and Kelly—are ‘‘ weak ani not 
what they should be.” 

Tt is not often that one sees the sheep sepa- 
Tated from the goats with such neatness ana 
dispatch. If Editor Benson did it himself, he 
deserves credit for his discernment and mod- 
esty. Butthe fact is that everybody under- 
Stands the ‘weak and not what he should be” 
Feeney to be the controlling force in the 
board, and no one ever heard of the 
£001 Editor Benson ever protesting against 
Feeney’s high-handed and outrageous use of 
the police force. Feeney, it is understood, is 
Mayor Clevelund’s man. Feeney was in the 
Legisiature and helped put through the 
Jersey City charter, and immediately re- 
cvived his reward in an appointment, 
under that obarter, by Mayur Cleve- 


land. Feeney’s coarse and ruffianiy metuods 
aud shameless chaiacter admirably sup)le- 
went Cleveland’s oily kammon and made the 
pair strong. ‘the pubiic is unabie to see that 
the other members of the Police Commission 
are of any account, 

**When Mayor Cleveland appointed the com- 
missions under the new charter last year,” 
said a Democrat yesterGay, “he did it with 
great cunning. In each sommission of three 
he had one man to appoint for three 
years, one for two years, and one for one 
year. On each commission he appointed 
one Republican, one friend of his own, and 
one ringster, whom Boss Davis selected. In 
eVery Case he appointed the Republican to the 
three-year term, his own friend to the two- 
year term, aud Davis's man to the one-year 
term. ‘hat enables him to say to Davis 
now: ‘Renominate me or I[ will appoint 
in piace of your men who have served 
this year on these commissions, wen 
of my own, before I leave the ollice. Such ap- 
pointees, acting with my meu on these commis- 
810n8, Willi enable me to control the comm1s- 
siens for the ensuing year, evenif Iam not 
Mayor.’ « 

“This arrangement,” THE TIMES’s informant 
continued, 18s what makes Cleveland master of 
the situation to-day. It accounts for Feeney as 
Cieveiand’s man rather than as Davis’s, since 
Feeney has the two-year term. The more you 
lovk into the Matter the mere Clearly you see 
that Feeney is Uleveland’s man,inseparably con- 
nected with Cleveland’s administration of the 
Ciy Government. The gambling houses have 
undoubtedly been run with Cleveland’s sano- 
tion as well as Keeney’s, for the Mayor, had he 
been the good man he often pretends to be, 
could and would have closed them. ‘The use of 
the police in politics, which Feeney apparently 
directed, never called out the slightest pretest 
trom the Mayor. In fact, Orestes Cleveland and 
Joon P. Feeney, diifereat as tiey are in man- 
ner, appear to be one in spirit and purpose. 
Feeney and bis coarse ruifianism and Cleveland 
and bis suavilty and pretense seem tv have in 
public ailaira one aim, and to work together 
With entire accord for the misguvernment of 
the olty and the undoing of honest peopie.” 

Mayor Cleveland is now virtualiy in the field 
for re-election, though the convention to nomi- 
nate him wili not be held until to-morrow. 
Feeney has begun supporting him by trying to 
siienmce THE N&EwW-YoursK TIMES By wreakivg his 
revenge on areporter. But THE TIMES has not 
been sileaced and will not be, and facts are 
every day cropping out that cannot fail to influ- 
euce an inteiligent community strongly against 
Cleveland’s re-election. 

The people of Jersey City are undoubtedly 
being rovnbed every day the Cleveland admin- 
istration continues. No financial statement 
has been made since the new charter went into 
eltect, and Mayor Cleveland has piumply 
refused to make any statement What 
sort of hocus-pocus is going on with 
the people’s money po outsider can certainly 
kuow; but enough is Known to make 1t certain 
that expenses have enormously increased. 
Could tne full facts be laid bare it is believed 
that they would bo etartling. 

A few facts will sultice to show how expenses 
have beeu openiy increased. Up to the resur- 
rection of Orestes Cleveland in 1886, the May- 
ors of Jersey City had been content with such 
accommodation us was afforded by a desk 1n the 
City Glerk’s oltice, such assistance as the clerks 
in that department could give him, and a sal- 
ary of $4,000 a year. But Cleveland had to have 
better accommodations. He insisted on an oflice 
of his own, and the District Court bad to be 
moved out to find a place for him. To accom- 
modate the District Court the city now has to 
pay reat of $600 a year. Cleveland also had to 
have a cierk, tou whom thecity began by paying 
$1,200 a year, and a messenger, whom the city 
paid $600, These places were first filled by 

aniel McGogin and Patrick Glenoon. 

Tuese additions to city expenses did not long 
suffice. In 1889 a bili was passed by the Legis- 
lature through the efforts, it is said, of Cleve- 
land’a friend Feeney, permitting an increase in 
the Mayors salary to ‘not more than $5,000 
a@ year,’ and an inerease in the salaries 
of his clerk and messenger to $1,500 and 
$750 respectively. This iucrease of salaries 
and rent udded very Materially to the burden 
ot the city tor the support of the Mayor’s olfice, 
and tue schemers saw that there was not likeiy 
very sven to be money raised from taxes to pay 
it Hence the same bili that permitted the in- 
crease (act of April 19, 1889,) contained this 
clause: 

“The money needed to execute this act not al- 
ready provided forin the current tax levy of any 
such city shall be borrowed by ners roe f loan, and 
the ameunt thereot provided ior and paid out of the 
NeXt anauai tax levy of any such city.” 

Every intelligent man knows what that 
means. Itissimpiy that Jersey City must bor- 
row meney in order to pay the increased salary 
wnd expenses of Mayor Orestes Cleveland. 
His idea of guarding their interests waa to 
increase the burden of public debt that he 
might luxuriate in a salary more than twice 
as large and expenses Many times as large as 
any previeus Mayor. And yet that increase 
is bat one of the smaller items which Cleveland 
has added to the public burden. 

Take now the open Salary list for the com- 
missions created by the new charter, which 
Cleveland’s friends enacted, and compare it 
with the salary list under tue old régime.

These figures are sufficiently striking. They 
show an increase in the open salary iist of these 
departments rangipe from 5 to 66 per cent. 
But theso figures do not adequately represent 
the facts. It is known, as THE TIMES 
has belore stated, that some of 
departments, notably the Street and 
Water Commission, have been packed 
with needless employes within a fow weeks, 
the salaries of whoin do not all appear in the 
above totais. To what enormous percentage a 
full statement wouid show tbe increase in ex- 
penditure to have reached can only be imag- 
ined.

Cleveland bimsoelt has said so.

: An incident of some montis ago, but as per- 
tinent now as ever, was yesterday given a 
TIMES reporter to show how recklessly and cor- 
ruptiy the city’s money is spent. James 
Coyls has for sume time furnished coal 
for what is called the high-water serv- 
ice What private arrangement he has with 
the city authorities of coarse ihe public do not 
know. Butiast year Juhu 8. Edwards, a repu- 
table and responsible mun, made a bid for fur- 
pishing 10,000 tons of this coal at a consider- 
ably lower price than Coyle furnished it. 
The difference in the bids is said to have been 
$1 40 per ton, 80 that the city would have, 
saved $14,000 by accepting Mr. Edwarde’s bid 
But nevertheless Coyle’s bid was accepted. 
Mr. Edwards went to Mayor Cleviand and 
rotested, but was told that the city would 
ave no assurance that he would fulfill his con- 
tract. Mr. Edwards then furnished a let- 
ter from the New-York agents of the 
old Lebigh mine, saying that they had agreed 
to furnish the coal if he got the con- 
tract.

At times the overburdened taxpayers have 
found patience under robbery ceasing. to be a 
virtue.

Every intelligent man knows well enough 
that this notice would not appear if an election 
were not pending. It is an electioneering dodge 
of the thinnest sort, and is probably suggestod 
by Mayor Cleveland himself. It says virtually 
to the people: ‘‘Let us stay in office and we 
will try to do our duty and behave civilly.” 
But once secure in their places again their old 
instincts and tactics will be sure to return, and 
old abuses will be repeated. 


THE REPUBLICAN CAMPAIGN. 

Mr. George F. Perkins, the Republican nomil- 
nes for Mayor of Jersey City, returned home 
yesterday afternoon. It had been announced 
that he was not coming until Saturday, and few 
yeople saw him. A TIMES reporter, however, hada 
short conversation with him, during which he ex- 
pressed his determination to make an aggres- 
sive campaign, and so far as possible guard 
every point against fraud. He would not be 
true to himself or the city if he failed to do his 
best. He excused himself from speaking freely 


on the ground that he was not well acquainted 
with the situation. 

Meantime the Campaign Committee has re- 
ceived letters from several persons who have 
been invited to make speeches, all agreeing to 
do so, Among the number are Gilbert Collins, 
Fiavel MoGee, William L. Vanderzee, Frank 
Oo.

“IT am not only ready and willing, but anxious to 
putonimy armor and aid you in the good work 
about to be iuaugurated by the Republican Party, 
viz., torid the people of Jersey City of a vampire 
and to elect a Mayor inthe person of that honest 
man, George F.. Perkins.” 

To-day will no doubt be a busy one for active 
Republicans.

THE MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE OF 
TWO YOUNG ENGLISHMEN, 


Toronto, Ontario, dispatches state that Ds- 
tective Murray of that place has received a 
letter trom Alderson & Sons, civil engineers in 
the Stewart Building, telling of the mysteri- 
ous disappearance of the sons of two 
English gentlemen. The young men are 
Augustus Rawlings and Frank Begbie. They 
are said to have been lured to Canada, thinking 
that they were to be placed with farmers as 
pupils. Rawlings paid £1,000 to an English 
agent; one-third of thissum was sent to a To- 
ronto agent. Begbie paid £300 for an interest 
in a farm north of Lindsay, Ontario. 

Mr. Alderson told a TIMES reporter yesterday 
that the Kenwell murder had led him to make 
these inquiries. He had known young Raw- 
lings eight years ago in London, and many 
letters had passed between them. “He 
gave me a detailed aceount of his new 
home,” said Mr. Alderson, “near Niagara 
Falls. He told me how ue had paid £1,000 to 
an agent. His letters ceased suddenly. That 
was fully seven years ago, and in the meantime 
his parents died heartpyroken at the mysterious 
disappearance of their son. :

I visited him at Lind- 
say. He wrote me subsequently that he 
was very unbappy in his».new home.

These 
monopolists, perceiving clearly the efficient aid 
that Congress is about to give them, have 
agreed tu advanee the price of their product to 
ali the numerous consumers of this country 25 
per cent. 

The proposed increase in duty will prohibit 
the further imports of starch products. Thus 
the greed of ninetven starch manufacturers is in- 
creased behind the bul warks of a high protection 
tariff to the detriment of the thousands of 
textile, paper, carpet, and other manufacturers 
who are compelled to use this raw material in 
preparing their products for the market.

BLAINE AND RECIPROCITY 


HIS PLANS FOR THE PAN- 
AMERIOAN DELEGATES. 


‘A SCHEME TO NEGOTIATE COMMERCIAL 


TREATIES WITH SOUTH AMERICAN 
NATIONS—THE WYOMING BILL. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—The committee of 
the Pan-American Conference which paid spe- 
cial attention to the subject of a customs union 
between the countries represented in the con- 
ference found very serious obstacles in the 
way of such a union. It aleo found little, if 
anything, in the way of reciprocity between 
the various Governments and the United 
States, and it recently reported to the confer- 
ence that reciprocity treaties offered the best 
means Of bringing about closer commercial re- 
lations anid extending trade. There is no doubt 
that the conference as a whole indorses the 
committee’s report and wili recommend the 
negotiation of such conventions. Secretary of 
State Biaine 1s known to be very desirous of 
bringing about reciprocity between the United 
States and the countries to the svuth, 
and there is reason to believe that he 
has requested certain of the American 
delegates to the conierence to prepare ‘plans 
and specifications” for use in negouating treat- 
1e8 in the nearfuture. It is said that Mr. Charles 
R. Flint of New-York and Mr. T, Jefferson 
Cooliige of Massachusetts have been charged 
by Mr. Blaine with the duty of preparing @ 
scheme for reciprocity to be presented to 
each of the Governments taking part in 
the conference, They are to report to the Seo- 


retary, for example, what sort of proposals the 
United States can make to Chi and what 
should be asked of that country iu return, and 
the same as to the Argentine Kepublic, Brazil, 
Peru, anid so on, This will give Mr. Biaine duta 
frum which he can mxké definite proposals 
to the diiterent Governments whose repre- 
sentatives pow here form an excelieat medium 
of communication. Ifany of these Governments 
fall in with the recommendation of the confer- 
enGe as to reciprocity, it will be easy for tuem 
to invest their delegates with power to neoti- 
ate Ltreaties with Mr. Blaine, and there wiil be 
no delay in iniorming each of them just what 
the United Staies is willing to do in the line of 
treaty Makipg. Messrs. Fiint and Coolidge are 
regarded as especially well qualitied to aid Mr. 
Biaine inthe proposed negoutiations, aud it is 
velleved that # large crop of reciprocity treaties 
will foliow elose upon the adjournment of the 
Pan-American Conierence, 


The report that Mr. Blaine has been arrang- 
ing for reciprocity with South American coun- 
tries is strangely out of key with the other re- 


port, heard to-day, that it is Blaine who has in- 
sisted upon having a duty on hides and 
curpet wools, and that he bas expressed 
some strong and uncomplimentary opin- 
ious about Mr. MoKinley because he 
had yielded to the ‘clamor’ for a 
restoration of hides to the free list. To those 
who had heard no explanation of this demand 
it looked like a distinctly unfrieudly aet toward 
the Nation’s invited guests, members of the 
international couference. ‘The explanation 
offered by those who appear to koow what Mr. 
Blaine is after is, that_ with hides and carpet 
wools free, and the United States impor.ing 
these articles frum southern countries more 
extensively than anything except sugar, if the 
Secretary of State did not have hides and wool 
to “ trade” with, he would have almost no capi- 
tal with whieh to go into reciprocity business. 
lt has been the Blaine influence in the Ways 
and Means Committee, it seems, that has stirred 
up the country about the duty on hides, and ali 
to enable him toobtuin sume substantial result 
from the Pan-American Congress, 


* 

The Blaine influence has been at work in 
another committee besides that of the Ways and 
Means, if Republican authority is good for any- 
thing. It is asserted by a Republican of some 
prominence that the abandon ment of tae contest 
against Representative Parrett, in the First 
Indiana District, bis seat being demanded 
by Mr. Posey, was actually foreed by 
Biaine’s intervention.

The Committee on Elections will report in favor 
of the Democrat who now holds che seat, but 
itis understood that the minority of Repub- 
Hicans who united with the Democrats to 
secure the report will oppose it in the House 
aud vote to seat Pasey asa way of mauifest- 
ing their resentment of Biaine’s interference, 


The steam trial of ‘the gunboat Concord, 
which will take place during the Spring, will be 
watoned with mueh interest, to see how the 


performance compares with that of the York- 
town. The two vessels were built on iden- 
tically the same plans, except that there are 
some minor differences in the machinery. The 
closed ash pit system ot forced draughtis used 
on the Concord, while the closed fre room system 
is used on the Yorktown. There js also a dif- 
ference in the alr pumps, the Yorktown being 
fitted with » pump designed bythe Cramps, 
while the Concord has the Davidson pump. 
Better results are expected trom the latieor 
pump, and the closed ash pits are expected to 
give the Concord still more of an advantage, so 
that she is, expected to make a better horse- 
power showing and consequently greater speed 
than the Yorktown. Her contract require- 
ment is ante horse power, 400 more than that 
of the Yorktown and $ more than the York- 
town’s record of 3,392 on her trial. 


The $5,000 a year salary received by each 
member of the United States Senate does not

TiTHES BILL. 
DISCUSSION OF THE MEASURE IN THE 
BRITISH HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


LONDON, March 27.—{n the House of Com- 
mons to-night the Hon. Philip Stanhepe asked 
whether the status quo insisted upon by the 
Government in the dispute with Portugal was 
being restored, and what course the Govern- 
ment proposed to take. 

Sir James Fergusson, Under Foreign Secre- 
tary, replied that there had been no condition 
imposed that had reference to the restoration 
of the status quo. That was & newspaper 


phrase. The Government simply insisted upon 
the withdrawal of the Portuguese forces from 
a British protectorate as the preliminary atep 
to a diplomatic discussion. That bad been done. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, President of the 
Board of ‘Trade, moved the. second reading of the 
Tithes Rent bill. He apologized 4° pressing the 
matter upon the House, saying ip explanation 
that the Government was convinced of the 
urgent necessity for an amendwent to the pres- 
entlaw. He asked the House to consider the 
bill as an earnest attempt to do justice to both 
thé clerical and tithe payers’ sidesin the inter- 
ests of the country at large. 

Mr. Jawes A. Picton, member for Leicester, a 
Liberal, opposed the bill as a juggling measure. 
It turned into a ——— farm the nation’s 
property so as to @nable the party promoting 
the scheme to oarry off its plunder easily 
hereatter. It was an attempt to delude 
pudlic opinion. The Government would not 
juce the real grievance—the fact that the tithe 
eystem took out of the land every year moneys 
+ ought to go to lighten the financial burden 
of the people. 

George Osborne Morgan, member for East 
Denbighshire, declared that Welshmen almost 
upanimousiy condemned this emphatically 
Welsh bill. It was regarded in Wales as a meus- 
ure intended to do what only a miracle could do, 
namely, to set the Church of England 
iu Wales onits legs. He did not object to the 
incidence of the tithe rent, but he maintained 
thatit ought to be applled to a national pur- 

ose. There would be no difficulty in the col- 
feetion of the tithe rent if it were applied to a 
purpose of which Welshmen approve,

DUNRAVEN WANTS A RACE 


ANOTHER LETT#“R TO THE NEW- 
YORK YAOHT CLUB. 

THE EARL ASKS IF HIS CHALLENGE OF 

LAST YEAR STILL HOLDS GOOD—THE 

VALKYRIE TO BE FITTED OUT SOON. 


That the Earl of Dunraven, owner of the 
English yacht Valkyrie, is anxious to sail a 
race for the America’s Cup this year has been 
believed by many yachtsmen here for some 
time, but now there can be no doubt what- 
ever about it Another letter, dated March 
11, has been received from him by Secretary J. 
V. 8. Oddie of the New-York Yacht Club, and 
was read to about forty members of the club at 
amecting held last evening in the clubhouse, 
67 Madison-avenue, 

Secretary Oddie received the letter on Mon- 
day, but would say nothing about it until he 
had presented itto nis club, Such action was 
taken that will enable the New-York Yacht 
Club to explain more clearly to English yachts- 
men its position in relation to the deed of gift 
governing the cup. 

The letter is worded as follows: 

On Aug. 10 last I wrote a letter to the New- 
York Yacht Club in which I stated that if the New- 
York Yacht Club and Royal \ acht Squadron arrived 
at & Settlement as to the terms ou which the Amer. 
ica’s Cup should be held in the event of 1ts coming 
into the possession of the latter club, I hoped my 
challenge would be considered asimerely postponed, 
and that I was willing to sail Vaikyrie this year 
axaiRnst any vessel that could have been selected to 
defend the cup last season. 

On Sept. 15 you acknowledged my letter, but 
since then I have received no further communica- 
tion On the subject. 

lu will be within your recollection that on June 
27, the committee appointed by the Royal Yacht 
Squadron wrote that they could not confirm my 
challenge ‘* with condition attached” that if the cup 
is won by the olub challenging, it shall be held 
—— **subject to the full terms of the new 

eed.’ 

“On July 16 the Committee of the New-York 
Yacht Club wrote that tley thought, if opportunit 
were given, the ebjections to the new deed of gift 
‘would be found susceptible of easy explanation.” 

On Aug. 4 the Royal Yacht Squadron cabied: 
“Your interpretation of deed and suggestion that 
objection in our letter of the 29th of June 

be overcome alters case.

A CUP DEFENDER NEEDED. 


THAT IS THE OPINION OF THE 
OF THE VOLUNTEER. 


Boston, March 27.—The possibilities of a 
ehallenge for the America’s Cup by either 
Jameson or Lord Dunraven are being ani- 
matedly discussed here. Meantime the time in 
which the challenge can be lodged is faat slip- 
ping away. THE TIMEs’s correspondent asked 
Gen. Paine, the owner of the yacht Volunteer, 
to-day if he would enter the big sloop in the 
trial races this Summer if one of the foreigners 
determined to try again for the cup. 

‘*] don’t know,” was the smiling but evasive 
reply. ‘‘That is one of those bridges which I 
don’t cress until I come to them.” 

*“ Wil) you put the Volunteer in racing form 
this Summer ?’”’ 

“No, thatis just what Idon’t want todo. I 
shall put her in commission in the ordinary 
crulsing trim. You know itis one thing to get 
@ boat out to use for your ordinary pleasure 
sailing and quite another thing to get her down 
to the fine edge necessary for international 
competition. The first is fun; the second is 
work.” 

**But youn will race her, will you not ?”’ 

“*T have no definite intention of racing her at 
all, but [shall quite probably put Der into the 
ordinary club races if there are any that come 
conveniently within reach.” : 

*Do you still adhere to your intention of 
running the Volunteer as @ sloop?t”’ 

“That is my present intention, though 1 
should have changed her to a schooner if I 
could have foreseen the recent changes in the 
ninety-foot schooner class. A short time ago it 
looked as if there would be no ninety-foot 
achooner class, and I gave up my intention of 
chargiug the Volunteer to a schooner.”’ 

“Speaking of racing,” went on the fameus 
yachtsman, “it seems absurd to talk about rac- 
ing the Volunteer as there is practically no 
class for her now, the Puritan belng her only 
competitor, and the Puritan is so much smaller 
that it is not very satisfactory.” 

“Will Capt. Haff be with you this Sammer?” 

“Yes, there is nothing in the report that he 
had obtained snother pesition which would 
provent him from sailing with me. I bad a let- 
ter from bim three or four days ago. 

“No,” said the Volunteer’s owner, thought- 
fully, “if there should be a challenge sowe one 
ought to build a new boat. Even assuming that 
the Volunteer should go in, there is no good 
‘trial horse’ to beip in getting her into fix. 
You oan’t tell whether you are improving a 
yachtor not unless you have some close com- 
petitor to test her with. The New-York Yacht 
Uiub should not depend upon any boat three 
years old. Three years makes a great diifer- 
ence In the science of naval architecture. We 
on this side have improved a good deal in three 
years, and there 1s no telling how much they 
may have advanced in England. They have 
been making their boats more powerful and 
have addec the eentre board. That new boat 
ot Mr. Jameson’s is not to be sneezed at, andif 
we should be obliged to cope witha craft of 
that description we ought not to allow her to 
have the advantage of three years over us.”

The unfortunate warrantor, therefore, has been 
obliged to hire other lawyers and go intoa long and 
expensive litigation at his own expense to try te dis- 
tinguish his case from the other, with the prospect, 
if he fails, of losing a small fortune, and, if he wins, 
of spending one to win.

SEXTON IN CHARGE OF THE 
SHERIFH’S OFFICL. 
FLACK’S RESIGNATION NOT YET AO- 
CEPTED BY TH! GOVERNOR, BUT HE 

GIVES UP THE OFFICE. 


The messenger who bore Sheriff Flack’s resig- 
nation to Gov. Hill on Wednesday returned 
yesterday morning from Albany. He seemed 
to be under tho impression that the Governor 
. was disposal to acoept the resignation, al- 
thougn there wers reports from Albany dur- 
ing th» dey to the contrary. He said that he 
had en n:truocted to say that tke Governor 
woud turmatly accept the resignat ou in two 
Or Terese daya, 

This m ssage was delivered to Flack at the 
Sheriit’s office, and that person at once turned 
over the lucrative place he had been foreed to 
eandon to Under Sheriff John B. Sexton. 
Then he lef) tie office, presumably for good and 
all M. Sexton remained in charge of the 
offi-e curing the day, and performed the ordi- 
nary ditics of the Sheriff, as he will continue 
to do uatil Gov. Hill or the Legislature takes 
80m. action in the matter of naming a man to 
tul Flack’s unexpired term. 

On this question of succession there seems 
to be a good deal of a tangle, legally and other- 
wise. Mr. Sexton is eredited with ontertaining 
au ardent desire to become the county’s regu- 
larly-elected Sheriff at the next election, A 


section of the State Constitution, however, de- 
clares thata Sheriif cannot succeed himself in 
ofiice. The language of tae Constitution, Arti- 
cle X, Section 1, bearing on this subject, is as 
tollows: 

“ Sheriffs, Clerks of counties, including the Reg- 
ister and Cierk of the city and county of New- 
York, Coroners, and District Attorneys shail be 
chosea by the electors of the respective counties 
once 1p every three years and as oflen a8 Vacancies 
shall happen. Sheriffs shall hoid no other otfiice 
and be ineligible for the next three years after the 
termination of their offices.” 

Corporation Counsel Clark was of the opin- 
lon that this section of the Constitution weuld 
prevent Mr. Sexton's election as Sheriff if he 
were appointed vow to fillout the unexpired 
term of Fiack, and many other lawyers agreed 
ju taking that view of the case. Assistant 
Corperatien Counsel Dean, however, took a 
liffereut view of the matter. He pointed out 
that the language of the Constitution was that 
puy Sheriff who had been “ chosen by the elect- 
ora,” &¢., should be ineligible for three years 
efter the expiration of his term of office. If 
Mr. Sexton, for instance, were appointed now, 
he would not be “ chosen by the electors,” and 
would, therefore, Mr. Dean believed, not be 
ineligible fur election in the Fall. 

As far aa Mr. Sexton is concerned in this 
legal uncertainty, Le seems to have settled the 
question, for when asked yesterday by a TIMES 
reporter if he would accept the appointments if 
it were offered him he said that he wouid not 

The resignation of Sheriff Flack has natu- 
tally caused @ great deal of comment, and 
there is a strong popular belief that one of 
the principal motives that prompted him to 
take that course was a desire to put himself 
thereby in a position to be leniently dealt 
with when he comes to receive punishment 
Ou Lis receat Conviction in the CODspiracy ouse 
ended last Saturday night. 

Of course, the punishment whieh Judge Bar- 
rett Willinflictin passing sentence on Flack 
and his two co-defendants can only be guessed 
at, but the opinion seems to prevail that he wiil 
tuke Into consideration the jury’s recommenda- 
tion to meroy and tae action of Flack in re- 
signing troma ‘fat’ olfice, aud will impose 
simply a fine. Flacx, under the law, can be 
seuteoced to imprisonment for one year or to 
pay a fine of $500, or both. 

Sentence in the oases of Flack, his precious 
son, and Meeks will be imposed by Judge Bar- 
rett in the Court of Oyer and Terwiner at 10:30 
e’clock this morning. Immediately afterward 
the order to show cause why Dilworth Croate, 
the Horid reporter who was found in the jury 
Toom last Saturday night, should not be pun- 
ishea for contempt of court will be argued. 

The fact that the control of the Sheriff's of- 
fice was turved over by Flack to Under Sheriff 
Sexton yesterday was a matter of surprise to 
most people. His resignation had not beeu 
formally accepted, he was still held on bis 
bond and his bondsmen will be responsible un- 
til the resignation is accepted. Both sheriltf 
Tiack and Mr. Sexton seem to have jumped to 
the conclusion that Flack was out and that 
Sexton wasin, but a good many lawyers didn’t 
acree with that way of looking at it. 
 \ir. Sexton was of the opinion that the offices 
of the deputies were aiso vacant, and he spe- 
cially deputized those who were sent ont to do 
any business. It seems to be a question 
Wwoether such deputizations amounted te any- 
thing, under the circumstances. Mr. Sexton 
signed the document as Under Sheriff and Act- 
ing Sheriff. 

The politicians are largely at sea on the ques- 
tion of Fl.icx’s successor. Speculation was 
Pienty last night and as profitable as usual. 
Johbp ©. sheehan, secretary of the Aqueduct 
Board and broiher of Gov. Hill’s favorite and

Mr. Gii- 
Gersieeve Was the only candidate on the Tam- 
many ticket at the last election who was noi 
elected. ihe Wigwam assessed him very heavily 
alter be was nominated for re-election to the 
beneh of General Sessions.

MAKING THE CASE STRONGER. 


& NEW INDICTMENT FOUND AGAINST 
MARTIN, YOUNG, AND WALSH. 


The Grand Jury yesterday brought in anew 
indictment against Bernard F. Martin, Joseph 
A. Young, and Philip V. Waish, the trio of Sher- 
iff’s otlicers who procured money from Charles 
G. Franckiyn while he was in their custody. 
This indictment will be substituted for the orig- 


inal one found. Itis more comprehensive in 
charging bribery. 

Assistant District Attorney Lindsay said in 
regard to the matter: 


“ Our object is merely to strengthen our position 
and to obtain as early us possible a judicial decision 
on the points involved in this and the other cases. 

* The case is beset with technical points of which 
the defendants’ counsel will naturally make the 
most. Every branch of the case bristles with pos- 
sibilities of legal quibbles. It is certainly sug- 
gestive of the situation that instead of denying the 
truth of the charge and defending it on its merits 
these men resort to a technical plea, It puts them 
in the attitude of admitting au act of gross cor- 
ruption and shielding themselves behind the objec- 
tion that their act does not constitute a crime. 

** Under the former indictment they might have 
raised points concerning its form, the character of 
their office, whether executive, administrative, or 
otherwise. The new indictment obviates the ne- 
cessity of any discussion as to this. It sete forth 
the facts, and it will be for the Judge to decide 
whether the commission of the acts charged ren- 
ders ibe defendants answerable to criminal prosecu- 
tion. If his decision1s in the negative it will show 
an urgent need of legislation on the subject of 
bribery ana what acts constitute it.”

LAWYER ATKINSON'S DEATH. 


DID PALMER STRIKE HIM WITH A CART 
RUNG OR PUSH HIM pown? 


It was not determined yesterday if Lawyer 
John Henry Atkinson of 21 Park-row and Eighty- 
seventh-street and Tenth-avenue, who died of a 
fracture of the skull at the Roosevelt Hospital 
Wednesday night, was knocked down with a fist 
blow or a cart rung by Phenix P. Palmer, a 
truckman for the Mosler Safe and Lock Com- 
pany of Cincinnati and Tenth-street and Broad- 
way. 

The ease came up at the Yorkville Poliee 
Court before Justice O'Reilly, and the follow- 
ing evidence was adduced. J. B. Bernard, & 
lawyer who has an office in the basement of the 
flat house on the northeast eorner of Fifty-fifth- 
street and Broadway, recently dissolved part- 
nership with one Kaliske, a real estate agent. 
A year ago they took a safe from the Mosler 
Company, and were to pay for it by install- 
ments. When the arrangement was made they 
signed a contract whose effect was to leave the 
title of the property with the company until 
the last installment was paid. Only a small 
sum was paid, and the company, through 
Palmer demanded the safe on two occasions. 
Palmer, went to Bernard’s ofiice for the third 
time on Wednesday evening. Atkjuson was 
there with Bernard. They were not partners, 
as had been stated. Bernard crumbled because 
it was late, and Palmer and he gos out of 
temper. 

Atkinson interfered en behalf of his friend, 
and Bernard went forapoliceman, Palmerand 
several men moved the safe into the middle of 
the officv, and then Atkinson appears to have 
interfered and to have been pushed or knocked 
down by Palwer. A witness said that he saw 
Palmer raise a cart rang to Atkinsen, but there 
le no proof that be struck him withit. Palmer 
and Atkinsen were, it is claimed, alone when 
the latter fell, and Bernard and a policeman 
found him insensible and cut on tre_ head. 
Paimer said Atkinson put his hand under his 
coat, and he pushed him, (Atkinsov.) Justice 
O'Reilly remanded the prisoner until to-moer- 
row. Mr. Atkinson leaves a widow and two 
daughters, who are sixteen aud ten years old. 

Mra, Atkinson says her busband was so gentle 
that she called him and her girls her three 
babies. He was born at Waterford, Saratoga 
County, N, Y., in 1849. His father, a contractor 
and miner, was thenin California, and he did 
not sce this boy until 1858, when he went to 
live au Auburn, Placer County, Cal. John Henry 
was educated at the Santa Clara College at 
Oxklaud, and came Eaat in 1866. He studied 
in the law office of District Attorney Ormsby at 
Sebonectady, and passed his examination 
there, but he was then under age and had 
to wait a year before he was admitted to the 
bar at Binghamton. He settled at Lyons, 
Wayne County, becamea Justice of the Peace, 
and atarted the Grin and sear /t newspaper. 
which is now the sentinel. While there his 
father was killed in a railroad accident. Mr. 
Atkinson brought his family to New-York on 
New Year's Day, 1885. 

An undertaker yesterday prepared the dead 
man’s body for removal to Waterferd, where 
his mother lives. He had two oisters and a 
brother, William, who is a Justice of the Peace 
in Saratoga County. Mrs. Atkinson said tnat 
her husband had no intention of going into 
partnership with Mr. Beruard.

DR.* WILCOX CONVICTED. 


HE TOOK BROOKLYN CITY FUNDS ILLE- 
GALLY FOR HIS ‘* SANITARIUM.” 


Dr. Theodore 8, Wilcox, the octogenarian who 
ran @ boarding house at 103 Lawrence-street, 
Brooklyn, and umder the name of the Sanita- 
rium Hospital and Dispensary fraudulently got 
$1,726 55 from the excise funds, was convicted 
yesterday in a especial court of Oyer and Ter- 
miner before Justice Cullen and a jury. District 
Attorney Ridgway prosecuted the case in per- 
son, while Assistant United States District At- 
torney John Oakey appeared for Dr. Wilcox. 

Col. Oakey tried to get a postponement, but 
failed, and Herbert F. Smith, bond cierk for the 


city, identified the report on which Dr. Wilcox 
obtained thé money. It was admitted that he 
got the cash, but te declared that his hospital 
was a boua tide affair, and that he was entitled 
tothe money for the charity patients he at- 
tended, 

Lester A. Henderson of 389 Myrtle-avenue 
testified that Dr. Wilcox brought areport to 
him and told him he had to sign 1t a8 secretary 
of the sanitarium. This was the first notifica- 
tion Mr. Henderson had that he was an official 
of apy kind, but as Dr. Wilcox aseured him 
that it was only a matter of form he signed the 
report. He afterward attended a meeting of 
the hospital and acted as Secretary. 

Noah Tebbetts, a lawyer, testitied that he re- 
eeived a letter notifying him that he had been 
elected a ‘T'ruates, and that he attended a meet- 
ing, but refused 'o act until he knew something 
about the business, When he inquired the 
number of patients in the hospital Dr. Wilcox 
told him it was none of his business. 

James Morton and otners testified that they 
lad never served as Trustees and had never 
heard of their election. W. J. Northridge, the 
nominal Treasurer o! the hospital, testified that 
he never knew he had been eleeted to the ottice 
until he saw his name in the pewspapers. Mrs, 
Mary J. Brooks, Mrs. Decker, and Samuel Levy 
testified that they boarded in Dr. Wilcox’s 
piace, but were not patients. 

Col. Oakey announced that he had no wit- 
nesses to put op la defense, and contented him- 
self with a brief appeal to the jury to consider 
the prisoner's age and bis probabie feeble men- 
tai coudition. A verdict of guilty was reached 
in tweuty-two minutes. Justice Cullen agreed 
to hear a motion for clemency on Tuesday.

FOR SELF-PROTKOTION. 


INSURANCE COMPANIES FORMING 
ASSOCIATION, 


The fire insurance companies, or such of them 
as desire an organization which shall revive the 
principles of the old Tariff Association with a 
few modifications, held a meeting Wednesday 
for the purpose of devising some means by 
which some of the corporations who do not ap- 
prove of combination may be induced to enter 
the fold. For some time there has beon a com- 
mittee which has interested itself in this ques- 
tion very considerably, and the meeting of 
Wednesday was for the purpose, it is said, of 
widening its scopo by organizing an association. 
The object of the new organization, 98 explained 
yesterday, was to ‘effect needed reforms in 
loeal fire insurance methods, both as to rates 
and commissions.” 

All of the companies were not invited to at- 
tend the meeting, but only those who favored 
® general fixing of rates for specified localities 
and the establishment of a certain list of com- 
missions to be paid to the now all-powerful 
broker. There were representatives from 
mauy of the larger compapies,among them 
being the Liverpool and London anc Globe, Ger- 
Mania, Continental, Phentx, Greenwich, Home, 
Royal, Niagara, German-American, Commer- 
cial Union, Norwich Union, Lancashire, North 
British aud Mercantile, Queen, Northern of 
London, London Assurance, and séveral well- 
known firms of underwriters. There were 
thirty-four firms and corporations represented 
at the first meeting, and it was said yester- 
day that this number bad increased to forty. 

The chief reason for the organiZation of tnis 
strong representation of underwriters is that 
since the beginning of the year there has been 
practically nothing done in the way of busi- 
ness. New business is almost an unknown 
thing, and rates have become so low and 
brokers’ comuissions so high that, as one un- 
derwriter expressedit, ‘‘We are simply con- 
tinuing business for the benefit of the public.” 
There is at present a majority of the compa- 
nies who are anxious to enter into a defensive 
alliance, but their number leaves so important 
@ minority which would cut rates and pile on 
commissions to such an extent thatthe com- 
panies in the combination would be even worse 
off than they are now. When the requisite rep- 
resentation 1s secured eome district in the city, 
probably the dry goods district, will be sur- 
veyed and the rate of insurance fixed. Then, 
based upon this rate, the companies will decide 
what commissions they will give brokers in 
place of the 35, 40, and 50 per cent. they now 
exact.

OBJECIING Tv THE EGG OALL. 





A PETITION BY MEMBERS OF THE MER- 
CANTILE EXCHANGE, 


The petition to the President and executive 
officers of the New-York Mercantile Exchauge 
to suspend the call on eggs on the floor of the 
Exchange for a period of sixty days, witha 
view to its ultimate abolition, has caused much 
discussion among provision mercbDents. It is 
said by not a few that if the egg call be abol- 
ished the Exchange might as well be olosed al- 
together. 

Aside from the egg sales, very little other 
business is transaeted on the floor of the Ex- 
ehange. Occasionally lots of butter and cheese 
are put up, but most of the sales of these com- 
modities are made in the stores of the mer- 


chants. By the members who want the egg 
cali abolished it is declared that teo much re- 
tail business is done on the Exchange, that the 
sale of «few barrels of exgs tixes the prices at 
which large quantities must be sold, and that 
this system gives designing and unscrupulous 
men the opportunity to impose upon the trade, 

Walter G Freneh and James Rowland have 
issued a circular stating that out-of-town mar- 
kets with superior transportation fadilities 
over former times will naturally depend less 
and less on New-York for supplies and_ will 
keep on making closer connections with West- 
ern shippers and dealers whether the Exchange 
here bas an egg all or not. Market prices will 
be established and publiieity given them 
whether the eail goes on or not. The circular 
suggests that receivers and jobbers alike bind 
themselves to charge all customers not mem- 
bera of the Exchance at least one-quarter of a 
cent per dozen above the price established by 
the daily cail, 

The New-York Mercantile Exehange ia the 
outgrowth of the American Exchange of New- 
York that was founded in 1875. In1880 the 
nhawe Was changed to the Butter, Cheese, and 
Exg Exchange, andin 1882 it assumed its pree- 
ent Lame and established its beadquarters in 
the Erie Building, at Reade and Weat streets. 
The sect ee he ea and several lots were 
purchased at Hudson and Harrison streets, 
where the present building of the Exchange 
was erected. A large number of certificates of 
metabership wes signed and their market value 
ran up to $300. ‘then they gradually fell until 
now they are quoted at between $65 and $70. 
There are at present 800 certiiicates out. 





A .QCOUNT IN PRISON GARB 
DE BORKIEKWICH SENTENCED TO FIVE 
YEARS’ IMPRISONMENT. 


Stanislaus De Borkiewich, who olaims to be a 
Russian Count and stirred up no little sympa- 
thy among tender-hearted women when first 
arrested, was sent to State prison for five years 
by Recorder Smyth yesterday, having been 
couvicted by a jury of grand larceny in the 
first degree. 

Mrs. Charlotte Paine, while stopping at the 
Buckingham Hotel on Oct. 31, ieft her four dia- 
mond rings, worth $1,000, in her room. When 
she returned, the diamonds were gone. That 
sawe day De Borkiewicn tried to sell the rings 
at William Barthman’s jewelry store on Maid- 
en-iaue. The Kussian was arrested. Afier 
ward, while being taken to Police Headquar- 
ters to have his puotograph taken, he jumped 
from the elevated siructure and broke one of 
his legs.

THE GOVERNMENT WOULD LIKE TO 
LEASE CASTLE GARDEN. 


Col. John B. Weber, Federal Immigration 
Commissioner, aecompanied by his Deputy, 
Gen. O’ Beirne, called on the Commissioners of 
Immigration yesterday and left for their con- 
sideration a communication which he intimated 
had come from Secretary Windum. It was 
signed, however, by Mr. Weber and rau as fol- 
lows: 


“Asitmay become wise to consider the occu- 
pancy of Castile Garden pending tinal decision upon 
@ permanent location for aun immigrant station, I 
beg to ask you whether you wiil execute a lease 
such as lies within your power tothe Secretary of 
the United States Treasury for an unlimited pe- 
riod, witn anotice of ninety days for termination 
by either side, and upon what terms you will exe. 
cute such a lease, As time is an esyential element 
jn the case, I have forwarded acopy of this letter 
to the Sinking Fund Comwmissioners. I beg to re- 
quest you will favor us with a prompt answer.” 

The Commissioners were displeased with the 
manner in which the communication was pre- 
sented to them. They unanimously passed the 
following resolutions: 

Resolved, That this board declines to entertain 
the above proposition in its present form, or to ex- 
press any Opinion 10 relation to the subject in ques- 
tion until such a time as it shall be olficially com- 
municated with by the Secretary of the Treasury of 
the United States, as indicated and intended by the 
Tesvlution unanimously passed on the 24th inat. 
by the Joint Committee on Immigration and Natu- 
ralization of the Senate and House of Representa. 
tives, which had been delegated by Congress for 
the purpose of visiting New-York and inquiring 
= question of the requirements of this depart- 
ment. 

Resolved, That acopy of this communication ana 
resolutions be transmitted to the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States, 

During the meeting of the Commissioners a 
communication from President Ridgway to 
Sevator Chandler in relation to the proper site 
for landing immigrants was read and approved, 
This gives nine reasons why neither Bedlow’s 
nor Ellis Island should be used as a landing 
place for immigrants. Among these are urged 
insufficient space, inaccessibility, increased 
transportation expenses, exposure to the 
weather, increased expense to buildings, de- 
lays through ice and fog, monopoly of 
privileges owing to isolation from _ the 
city, and the fact that the expense 
of transferring immigrants now borne by 
the steamship companies would fall upon the 
immigrant fund. Mr. Ridgway gives eight rea- 
sons why Castile Garden should continue to pe 
used as the immigrant depot. Among these 
are; Central location, easy access, ample water 
supply, protection from weather and from in- 
terference by fog orice, and the easy access to 
eteamship offices for the purpose of reotifying 
mistakes a8 to the degtination of passengers, 

the Commissioners examined a number of de- 

tained immigrants, the great majority of whom 
were allowed to land.

Montague was interested, and yesterday morn- 
ing be sent for Lim. Montague admitted with- 
out hesitation that he putin the bid at the 
request of O’Donnel, The latter was then sent 
for; he admitted that he asked Montague to 
putin the bid and to co to the Vepartment of 
Public Works and sicnu the coutract. 

O'Donnel said be was acting for a friend who 
was out of the city. He did not know that he 
was Violating any law. 

Contreller \iyers, County Democrat, ordered 
the dischurge of both men. When Police Jus- 
tice Maurice J. Power was Tammany leader in 
the Sixteenth District he secured O’Donnel’s 
appointment,

EXPHNSBS MUST COME DOWN. 


PARK COMMISSIONERS FIND 
SELVES SHORT OF FUNDS. 


Park Commissioner J. Hampden Robb, County 
Democrat, indulged in a little sarcasm at the 
expense of Tammany’s Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment at yesterday’s meeting of the 
Park Board. He introauced this resolution: 

Whereas, In view of the reductions made by the 
Board of Astimate ana Apportionment in the 
amount needed for the maintenance of this Depart- 
ment during the present year, and which has been 
further reduced by the action of the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund in not- appropriating the sum 
asked for the proper completion of the work of lay- 
ing & track in one of the transverse roads, and that 
under the circumstances it is absolutely necessary 
to make a considerable reduction in expense in 
view ef the paramount importance of keeping in 
their present high standard of excellence the lawns 
trees, flowers, walks, and roads, &c.; therefore be it 

Resvived, That the Superintendent of Parks be 
instructed to report to the board as soon as practi- 
cable such reduction of the entire mechanical force 
as will be consistent with the daily expense of 
small repairs, including the force necessary for 
running the Harlem River bridges; and further. 
more, be it 

Resoived, That all mechanical work other than 
such small repairs and the running of said Hariem 
River bridges shall hereafter be done by contract 
or publio letting. 

Commissioner Gallup, the Tammany member, 
thought there was extravagance in other 
branches of the work as well as in the mechani- 
cal. He said: “Iam glad to approve of those 


resolutions, and to have an opportunity of 
saying now that I believe that the carpentering 
department, fur example, has been managed in 
& Most extravagant manner.” 

The carpentering work is incharge of a County 
Democrat. 

Mr. Robb’s resolation was adopted without 
opposition. 

Frank Loomis, counsel for the Harlem Rail- 
road Compauy, appeared before the board and 
objected to a change being mde in the width of 
@ bridge crossing the company’s tracks at 
Olean-avyenue, The matter was referred to the 
Corporation Counsel. Engineer Kellogg was 
instructed to prepare spevitieations for the lay- 
ing of tracks in the Park for a road between 
the American Museum of Natural History and 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

When the board went into executive session 
it was decided to remove the menagerie from 
its present location at the Arsenal to a section 
of ground between Nivety-seventh-street and 
One Hundred and Fourth-street ana Eighth- 
avenue and the West Drive, and a resolution 
was passed asking the Board of Estimate and 
Appertionment for an appropriation of $5,000 
for plans and preliminary work.

SUING FOR DAMAGES. 


JOHN J. MALLOY’S CASE AGAINST THE 
LONG ISLAND KAILROAD. 


The suit of John J. Malloy to recover $25,000 
damages from the Long Island Railroad Com- 
pany for false arrest and imprisonment was 
brought up for trial yesterday before Judge 
Pattersonin the Supreme Court. Malloy was 
arrested two years ago on a charge of forgery, 
and was kept in jail for several months before 
his trialin the Queens County Court of Ses- 
sions. He was acquitted by direction of the 
Judge. 

The story of his arrest as told by Malloy is 
that at the corner of Third-avenue and Thirty- 
first-atreet he was approached by a boy who 
wanted to sell him for $5 commutation tickets 
over the Long Island Railroad to Far Rock- 
away good for four months and worth $74. 
Malloy was surprised and told the boy he 
would take the tickets and look atthem. The 
boy gave them to Malloy and told where he 
could be found, 

After examining the tiekets Malloy called at 
the address given by the boy, bat could not tind 
him. He learned, however, that his name was 
Kennedy. 

While Malloy had the tickets in his possession, 
he was arrested. It was eharged that the tick- 
ets had been purchased with a cheok for $75, 
made in the name of Arthur M. Jones, which 
proved to be worthless, Malloy was charged 
with forging the check, although 1t was writ- 
ten ina very neat hand, while Malloy’s hand is 
badly crippied and he is a very poor penman. 

Malloy bad subpcenaed the railroad company 
to produce the check in court yesterday, but as 
it was not produced, Judge Patterson adjourned 
the trial until to-day to give the defendant a 
chance to find it. 





INJUNCTION AGAINST “MYLES AROON.” 

William J. Scanlan will have to stop further 
use of the title “ Myles Aroon” for the play he 
is wow producing. John C. Fleming claims the 
title as nis, and has brought suit against Sean- 
lan for $3,000. Judge Andrews yesterday 
— ted an injunction restraining the use of the 
title. 

According to Fleming’s affidavit Scanlan 
must be a man who has firm faith in coin- 
cidences. When he charged Scanlan with steal- 
ing the name of his play Scanlan said that he 
never heard of the name until it found birth 
in bis Drain. That somebody else had pre- 
viously thought of the same title was merely a 
atranuge coincidence, That such coincidences 
did occur in his life Scanian illustrated by 
saying that he had once written a four-stanza 
song which years after he found word for wora 
in the published works of Schiller.
